WASHINGTON, D.C., May 9.—The Republican 
Senators held a caucus to-day lasting seven. 
bours, and reached noconclusion. There was, 
of course, endless talk, and rigid injunction of 
secrecy was imposed as to the proceedings, So 
earnest was the effort to maintain secrecy that 
one venerable Senator left the caucus-room, and . 
directed the faithful messenger to station him- 
self ata greater distance from the door, and to 
warn people in the corridor from approaching 
the sacred precinets of the caucus council 
chamber. The debate was not confined 
to the question of Robertson, Conk- 
ling, and the Administration, but em- 
braced all the subjects now pending 
in Republican politics. The subject of con- 
tinuing the present tight over the offices was:

the caucus nominees, Gorham and Riddieberger, 
and substituting others in their stead.

CONKLING ADDUCED A GREAT MANY FACTS 
to support his assertion that Robertson was his 
malignant enemy.

SUCCESS OF A WESTERN MAN’S 
SCHEME.

After Last Winter’s Ex- 
perience. 


Citizens Indignantly Refuse Food and 
Clothing Tendered by Govern- 
ment Officers. 


The Loss of Cordwood a Far Greater 
Calamity than Is Realized. 


The River Rising with Great Rapidity 
At and Near Dubuque, Ia. 


DAKOTA, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Prexre, Dak., May 9.—Pessimists say that 
cattle-raising, which promised so finely in this 
section, will be utterly abandonded after this 
winter's experience, if indeed the whole country 
isnot given up as uninhabitable by any but 
indians.’ Others, taking a less gloomy view, 
state that the severity of the season has never 
been equaled, and never is likely to be again. 
As Pierre is neared again the country on the 
eastern bank particularly improves very much, 
and respectable-looking dwellings on fertile 
farmins appear in numbers by no means incon- 
siderable. The water rose to the Chicago & 
Northwestern track on the large bottom imme- 
diately below East Pierre, but did not do any 
great damage, few if any of the residents being 
compelled to leave their homes. 

Six mijes below the town, at Farm Island, the 
formation of a gorge was avain the cause of 
most of the damaye done.. The waters rose in 
West Pierre twelve teet in a few bours, and the 
down-coming torrent tore its way through and 
over buildings like fury. In avery few hours 
the warehouses of merchants— 
Dougherty & Co. and Frederick Ze 
KVaus—were swept away. Fortunately; 
their contents had nearly all been removed to 
higher ground, 80 that the buildings are the only 
loss. George Harris’ store was utterly ¢rushed, 
and much of his stock of general merchandise 
ruined. Frank Ketebum was also a consider- 
abie loser. Inall about fifty buildings on the 
river front were completely or partly destroyed, 
ana the buiidings remaining have a cousiderabie 
plateau between them and the river. The 
total loss in West Pierre is estimated at 
which is probably under tbe true 
tiyures. Fortunately “ the waters receded 
very rapidly, the gorge guving out soon alter 
its formation, so the long drawn-out borrors ol 
the lower river calamity were not repeated. 

Il Cau say emphatically that none of the people 
are suffering, nor have they been. Food, if not 
plentiful, was at least found in sufficient quanti- 
The soaked bedding 
soon dried, and those who had houses opened 
them to those whe had none. Lieut. Hoyt, 
Quartermaster of the Eleventh Infantry, came 
here from Fort Sully prepared to issue food or 
clothing as it might be needed, but found 
no Calis for either, the people actually spurn- 
ing the iijea that they were dcpendent 
on anybody for food or alms. None the less the 
town 1s a decidedly demvuralized looking piace, 
and montbs nust elapse ere damages are all re- 
paired. ‘be Helena brought up some lumber 
and a considerable quantity of needed provis- 
ious. 

At East Pierre the damage was actually tri- 
tiling, and it is estimated that "$1,000 will cover 
all the direct damages. AO no time was the 
water more than two feet and a half in the 
bouses away from the river, and it staid but 
a titthe time. Pierre bas suffered wuch 
more from the snow-blockades and the 
cessation of all business from the outer world 
than from the tlood. ‘lelegrap) communication 
with the Bast has been pretty coustant, but 
there have been no trains for months, and, though 
one is promised ina day or two, its arrival is 
deemed uncertain, Mails bave been most rare, 
and of sume articles of provision the stock run 
very low, though bere, too, actual suffering was 
not experienced. No Government aid is aske 
for or expected, 

The Missouri has been rapidly falling, and is 
actually 30 low that beavily-loaded beats will 
experience cousiderabile ditficulty in coming up 
from Yankton. The river bas plenty of water, 
but it is spread out to a great width, and the 
channel has not yet been cut. 

Sum up the whole matter, and the losses here 
are not 80 overwhelming, and are not to be com- 
pared fur a moment tothbose from Yankton down. 
The carrying away of the thousands of cords of 
wood cut for the use of steamboats will prove, 
as predicted, aserious matter. The Helena was 
able to get a little wood, but the supply is la- 
mentably short of the demand. Of green woud 
there is more, but far from enough. The ruling 
price to steamboats is from $4.50 to $5.50.

A Scandalous Episode - in the 
Career of Its Discov- 
erer. 


Dr. D’Unger Infatuated with the

Another instance of man's blind infatuation 
with woman—of open and notorious infidelity to 
the marriage vow; of reckless behavior in the 
attempted gratification of a vicious love 
and of the mcst censurable disregard 
of self-respect and the respect of a 
wife and family—was brought to light yesterday 
afternoon, primarily at the Justice Courtof D. 
Harry Hammer, when Dr. Robert D'Unger, the 
well-known discoverer and practitioner of the 
“ cinchona rubra "’ cure for drunkenness, ap- 
peared in court and swore out a warrant 
for the arrest of two well-known fast 
women, charging them with a conspiracy to de- 
fraud him of money and injure him in business. 
For many months rumors have been so current 
as to become almost public property, to the 
effect thatthe far-famed restorer of whisky- 
soaked humanity, male and female, 
was himself addicted to the frequent 
and injudicious use of the cup that both cheers 
and inepriates. Owing to these now well-known 
failings the Doctor has involved himself in a 
scandal of magnificent proportions and damag- 
ing nature. His somewhat intoxicated 
condition yesterday probably prompted 
him to put into execution the 
plan which he has loug contemplated 
—the arresting of the women aforesaid. When 
he appeared before Justice Hammer he seemed 
to be laboring under great excitement. He said 
that he had been long in the toils of a siren; 
that he had veen bied, and that he could stand 
the strain no longer; that he had been in receipt 
of about $500 per week from bis practice, but 
be was kept poor by the inordinate desire for 
money displayed by the two women, who had 
conspired toruin him. The warrant to which 
be subscribed and which he indicted to the 
Justice, states that Eva Button, alias Eva Dix, 
alias Eva Painter, alias Alice Painter, and 
Mrs. J. Wheeler, alias Mrs. Wright, 
“did on or about the 8th day of January, A. D. 
1881, and up to the present time conspire and 
agree together with fraudulent intent to wick- 
edly injure the person, character, and business 
of said D’'Unger, and to obtain’ money by bDlack- 
mailing the said D'Unger,”’ etc., ete.

The case is 
the first on the calendar, and inall probability 
willbe reached by recess. The trial will last 
several days. 

Judge Truax also decided to sustain the in- 
junction previously granted in regard to the mo- 
tion to punish the defendants for contempt for 
violation of the injunction order. The Judge 
grants it in the following opinion: “In the case 
of Wiiliam 8. Williams 1 think there has been 
technical violation of the injunction order. The 
parties should bave entirely refrained from in- 
terfering with the suit after the order was issued, 
The issuing of a certiticate of indebtedness was 
under the advice of counsel.and not evasive or 
in violation of the injunction. I cannot see 
that the plaintiff has suffered injury except in 
the expense of proceedings. They must pay a 
counsel fee to plaintiff or his counsel of $250.’ 
DR. NORVIN GREEN, 
President of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, is not dismayed by the announce- 
ment of the decision of Judge Speir. He said in 
reference to the general purposes of the suit: 
“So far as ll have been informed by 
the Company’s counsel, and by other eminent 
lawyers who have volunteered their opinion on 
the subject, there is no _ sufficient ground 
for Judge Speir's decision, but when one em- 
barks in a lawsuit it is wonderfully uncertain 
when he will finally reach land. hatever the 
result may be, and of that I have no doubt 
whatever, itcanin no way interfere with the 
spirit of the agreement under which the teie- 
graph companies were consolidated. 

THE AGREEMENT WILL BE FULFILLED 
not only in the letter but in the spirit. It was 
an essential part of it that this Company should 
capitalize its surplus before buying the property 
of the otber Compames. This condition 
was imposed to do justice to the stock- 
holders of the Company who were 
fairl entitled to the accrued earnings 
in whatever shape they might be. We could 
have made the dividend a cash one, but only by 
parting with the control of .subordinate com- 
panies. To retain this was as much for the in- 
terest of new comers as the old companies. 
We, therefore, declared a stock dividend, 
supposing, of course, we had a_ perfect 
right toduso.

posal, If they do not suecee d under such 
circumstances, they should forever after hold. 
their peace. 
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Tur new apportionment in Pennsylvania 
is not defended by many Republican news- 
papers, but is as obnoxioks to the anti-Cam- 
eron wing of the party as it is to the Demo- 
crats themselves. It seems to be designed to 
punish the supporters of Galusha A. Grow 
and the anti-Grant delegates at Chicago. 
But as the representatives of these factions, 
together with the Democrats, constitute a 
majority of the Legislature, it will be impos- 
sible to force the apportionment through. 
The Philadelphia Press says that on the 
basis of the election of last fall, the new 
districts would give the Republicans a ma- 
jority of ninety on joint ballot. But the 
pafty does not claim to have relatively that 
strength in the State. The making of an 
apportionmept so manifestiv unjust would 
be short-sighted and foolish in the extreme. 
As the -Press points out, the adoption of a 
similar measure in 1875 resulted in the choice 
of a Democratie Legislature and the election 
of William A. Wallace to the United States 
Senate. The probabilities are that the whole 
matter will be permitted to go over until 
next winter. 
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ACCORDING to the best conjectures that 
have been made in regard to the vote of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee in reporting ad- 
versely to the confirmation ot Stanley Mat- 
thews-as Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court, that gentleman found only one sup- 
porter—viz.: Mr. Lamar. The votes of Sen- 
ators Edmunds, Logan, Ingalls, McMillan, 
Davis (lil), and Bayard were recorded 
against his confirmation. Thus the ablest 
lawyers of both parties in the Senate have 
formally declared themselves against the ap- 
pointment of Matthews. The reasons for this 
sentiment have been stated over and over 
again. They rest mainly upon the manifest in- 
justice of giving Ohio three Supreme Judges, 
while the other thirty-seven States have 
only six altogether, and upon Mr. Stanley 
Matthews’ well-known commitment to the 
interest of the railroad corporations. It has 
been steadily maintained by Mr. Matthews’ 
friends that he would be confirmed even in 
the face of an adverse report, but they could 
scarcely have counted on an opposition in 
committee that was practically unanimous. 
Messrs. Conkling and Garland were absent. 
Mr. Garland, whose absence was probably 
unavoidable, would have voted against 
Matthews had he been present. Mr. Conk- 
ling’s absence was probably due to his unwil- 
lingness at this time to vote for or against 
anybody, or to do anything else which might 
make him enemies during his pending fight 
against the Administration. 


BADEAU’Ss military history of Gen. Grant 
has at last been completed. The first volume 
was published thirteen years ago. Two 
volumes are now added, beginning with 
Grant’s appointment to be General of all the 
armies in the spring of 1sé4. Le proves that 
the Rebels had half a million soldiers in the 
field in May, 1864, notwithstanding their as- 
sumption of such great inferiority of num- 
bers. There reaily was a difference of only 
56,000 men in favor of the North at the open- 
ing of the Wilderness campaign. The battle 
of the Wilderness is described as splendid 
fighting, but the battle was a wrestle as blind 
as midnightina wilderness that made ma- 
heuvresimpracticable as in a jungle. Regi- 
mentsstumbled upon each other and into the 
enemy by turns, firmg sometimes into their 
own ranks. Grant’s losses in the Wilderness 
were 13,600 killed and wounded, of which 
less than twenty-three hundred were killed. 
This puts at rest immense misrepresentation 
about Grant butchering 100,000 men. Lee 
was very skillful on the tactical defensive, 
but he let every aggressive opportunity go 
unused. Lee’s notion of the War was to tire 
out the political nature of the North, or get 
English or French interference. Grant’s 
losses in the entire campaign from Culpep- 
per to and about Petersburg were Sixty-five 
hundred killed and twenty-six thousand 
wounded, or not more than other great cam- 
paigns of modern times, Twenty-seven 
thousand five hundred meh were captured at 
Appomattox, in addition to nearly forty- 
seven thousand captured in the previous 
pursuit,—a total of seventy-four thousand 
prisoners,—and yet the Rebels say that Lee 
had only 50,000 men to fight Grant’s 120,000! 


SENATORIAL USURPATIONS. 

While the Senate of the United States is 
just now deliberating whether it will insult 
the President of the United States by de- 
elaring that he shall appoint no man Collector 
of Customs in New York City whose ap- 
pointment has not first received the approval 
of Roscoe Conkling, it may not be inappro- 
priate to call the attention of the Senate to 
the fact that itis but asmal! portion of the 
machinery of the National Government, an@ 
a portion which may readily be dispensed 
with. 

We recall a significant debate on this point 
which took place in the Llouse: of Repre- 
sentatives in April, 1872, and call attention to 
the strong language then uttered by several 
members of the House who have since be- 
come members, and are now members, of the 
Senate. 

The facts leading up to this debate may be 
briefly stated. The House passed a bill re- 
pealing the duties on tea and coffee. The 
Senate referred this bill to a committee with 
instructions to consider and report a bill 
generally reducing the tariff. In 1872 the 
Senate passed a general tariff bill as an 
amendment to the House bill. When this 
bill was received in the House, Mr. Dawes, 
now Senator Dawes, submitted resolutions, 
which recited “that the substitution by the Sen- 
ate, under the form of an amendment for the 
House bill” (repealing the duties on tea and 
coffee), a bill containing a general revision, 
reduction, and repeal of laws imposing im- 
port duties, etc., “is in conflict with the true 
intent and purpose of that clause of the Con- 
stitution which requires that ‘ all bills for 
raising revenue shall originate -in the House 
of Representatives,’ ” and that therefore said 
substitute for the House bill be laid on the 
table. 

The debate that took place was long, able, 
and harmonious. It was shown that the 
equality of representation by the States in 
the Senate was only conceded in the Consti- 
tution by the concession to the House of the 
exclusive power to originate all revenue and 
appropriation bills. The action of the Sen- 
ate on the Tariff bill was pronounced to be 
a usurpation by the Senate of a power it 
did not possess, and which the House did 
possess. 

Mr. Dawes, in proposing the resolutions 
and discussing the question involved in them, 


used this language concerning the Senate: 
In the other branch of Congress the States are 
all equal, and, although in theory the Government 
rests solely upod the voice of the peopie, the few 
in a small State are there equal to the many in the 
largest State. And as that inequality is increasing 
from year to year, we cannot fail two recognize the 
fact that an uneasiness is begotten among the people 
from observing the fact (and | refer to it without 
the other branch of Con- 
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two branches of Congress, all functions of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States to do so indirectly, if 


not directly. 
The debate was continued with vigor by 


Messrs. 8. S. Cox and James A. Garfield, the 
latter taking the ground that the House 
could not allow thatso great and important 
a constitutional rigut should be evaded by 
any sort of construction placed upon it in the 
Senate. i 

Mr. B. F. Butler, of Massachusetts, said 
that the equalit« of the States in the Senate 


was the great compromise of the Constitu- | 


tion: that to prevent the overweening power 
of what was deemed the aristocratic body 
the control over the right of taxation was 
secured to the representatives of the people. 
To this he added: 

If by construction or our neg'igence that restraint 
is removed, then the people will by some mode see 
that their voice becomes as potent in the Senate as 
in the House. The rule of majority representation 
in such case wil! be applied to the Senate at once. 


Mr. Hale, now Senator from Maine, and 
Fernando Wood, of New York, continued 
the debate. Mr. George F. Hoar. now the 


Senator from Massachusetts, then made the 


speech of the occasion, and every word he 
uttered then concerning the Senate as a 
usurping body is particularly appropriate 
just at this time. The following extracts 
will show that in his opinion the Senate was 
a grasping, usurping body; that it had estab- 
lished an absolute and unconstitutional con- 
trol over the President, and that, either 
through the Constitution or over it, the peo- 
ple would find a way to abolish or otherwise 
destroy it. Weask a careful reading of this 
speeth, and are certain that it will meet with 
a hearty response from the great body of 
the American people: 

Mr. Hoar—Mr. Speaker, this is a matter, I think, of 
deep importance. The position which the Senate has 
taken on this and kindred questions threatens the 
permanence of the Senate itself. If this legislation 
be admitted, this House, who represent the people, 
give up to the Senate, who represent the States, the 
great equivalent which in the formation of the Con- 
stitution was given by the small States ww the large 
Statesin consideration of their equality in the sen- 
ate. . . . Now. Mr. Speaker, what is the position of 
the Senate of the United States? First, by undertak- 
ing to make a revenue bill sent there by this body a 
substantially new measure, it claims to originate 
for all practical purposes a money bill in de- 
fiance of the express provision of the Consti- 
tution. It has, with the consent of this House, 
deprived the representatives of the pevple in 
the organization of every new licouse of the right 
to assembie for nine months to inguire ino pubiic 
grievances or to make new laws. In these two ways Lhe 
constitutional powers of this house are diminished 
forthe advantage of a body not representing the 
people, but the States, and representing, therefore, 
in its majority often a minority of the American pev- 
pie. 

On the other hand, the Senate turns to the Presi- 
dent, and not only claims its constitutional! power of 
approving or disapproving his recommendations for 
executive offices, but also demands that the Senators 
of each State shall dictate w the President who he 
shall recommend for judicial and executive offices 
within that State, and then its members claim,as a 
matter of courtesy from each otber, that no person 
whois potapproved by the particular Senator shall 
be confirmed by his colleagues in that body, 

The executive powers of this Guvernment are 
wic!ded not by the President, but by subordinates. 
The body whieh controls both appointment and re- 
moval of these subordinates contro)s, in the Inst re- 
sort, the Executive itself. The Constitution contem- 
plates that the peopie once in four years, electing a 
President by a majurity of their number, may change 
the administrative part of the Government. | 

The result of this most unconstitutional claim is 
this: that while the Constitutiog provides that a ma- 
jority of the people, speaking through an Electoral 
College, may elect the Executive, the powers of the 
Executive are in substance transferred to a 
body pot representing the people, but represent- 
ing the States; to a body not chosen by 
the. people, but chosen by the Legislatures of 
the States, not changed once in four years, but at 
diferent and more distant periods; to a body which 
for executive purposes meets in secret, so that the act 
of each individual Senator is unknown, and he acts 
without regponsibiliiy either to the people or even to 
public opittion. 4 

Now, Il say that the result of this absorbing in a sin- 
gie branch, not elected by popular method, not repre- 


senting a majuority of the American people, of these | 


great powers, executive and legisiative, will certainly 
have the effect to overthrow the present construc- 
tion of that body itself. The new States which are 
created ure large States, larger in territory and bere- 
after soon to be larger in population than many of 
the other States; and they never will tulerate the 
equality of Rhode Island or Delaware, Vermunt or 
Connecticut, vith States like New York or California, 
or other States as they «ill be hereafter, in the ad- 
ministration substantially of powers legislative and 
executive under the American Constitution. 

Just so sure as the position which the otber branch 
asserts in regard to these measures is successfully as- 
serted, just so sure the democratic instincts of the 
American people will rise andin some way, through 
the Constitution vr over it, overthrow the great prin- 
ciple of the equality of the States in the uther branch 
of the American Congress. How it will be done 1 do not 
venture to predict; but that it will be done is as sure 
as that the American people in the future will love 
equality and democracy. 

For myself | sheuld regret to believe that that pro- 
vision of the Constitution which declares that the 
equality of no State in the Senate shall be taken 
away without its consent by any constitutional 
amendmeut is hereafter to be destroyed. | like the 
Constitution as it is; | respect and cherish the powers 
of the Senate as they are, and for that reasen, for 
their sake, [ cali upon the House to’ guard at the 
threshold any attempt to extend them, or to invade 
the prerogatives of this House, which are in sub- 
stance the prerogatives of the American people. 

There exisis to-day (|l*72] with regard to our pres- 
ent Executive sume more or less of public diacon- 
tent. Members of hisown party, who aided in elect- 
ing him,find tault with his administration of the 
Government, and are about assembling in Conven- 
tion, separate from their other political associates, 
to give effect and expression to that discontent 
With that discontent I do not in the least share. But 
I cannot avoid seeing it, and I cannot avoid endeav- 
oring to study the cu.uses of it. What are the faults 


imputed to the present incumbent of the Executive | 


office by these discontented members of his own 
party? Every gentieman who has looked at the 
sabject will agree with me that the faults im- 
puted to him are not chiefly fanits in the 
administration of those executive functions which he 
has administered left to his own instincts and khisown 
resvonsibility, but they are faults in the adiministra- 
tion of those functions, the selection of subordinate 
officers or other functions, which have been usurped 


from him by this most unconstitutional and irregular | 


claim and dictation to which | have ailuded. For per- 
mitting this usurpation the American people far mure 
than the President is to bDilame. 

Now, I trust that this House—I trust that the Prest- 
dent of the United States in the future, whoever he 
may be--l trust that. behind and above al!, the Amer- 
ican people will hold that body,as it wil) hold this 
body, and as it willthe Executive himself, to a strict, 
rigid adherence to the requirements of the Constitu- 
tion, and will zealously keep ail within the limits 
which the Constitution prescribes. 


The resolutions of the House thus empha- 
sized by the warning speech of Mr. Hoar 
were passed by nearly a unanimous vote, 
and were ordered by the House to be sent to 
the Senate. Mr. Hoar’s suggestions may 
after all be found to present the true remedy 
for the arrogant assumptions and usurpa- 
tions of Executive power by the Senate. 


CONKLING’S QUARREL WITH GARFIELD. 

Jonkling’s quarrel with President Gartfeld 
dates back to the National Convention which 
was held in Chicago nearly a yearago. In 
that Convention Mr. Conkling sustained a 
mortifying defeat, and Gen. Garfield was 
conspicuous among the delegates who re- 
fused to submit to Conkling dictation. The 
New York “Boss” had proceeded to the 
Chicago Convention with the avowed pur- 
pose of forcing the nomination of Gen. 
Grant for a third term, To accom- 
plish this end, it was necessary to se- 
cure two preliminary advantages: (1) the 
exclusion of delegates chosen by Con- 
gressional districts in certain States where 
the State Conventions had refused to recog- 
nize the rights of districts to appoint their 
own delegates; and (2) the refusal to give 
individual delegates the right to vote as their 
districts had instructed in any case where 
the State Convention had instructed that its 
delegates should vote asaunit. Mr, Conk- 
ling and his followers failed, after a desper- 
ate struggle, to secure either of these unfair 
advantages, and hence their candidate lost 
the nomination. 

The main struggle in the Chicago Conven- 
tion was over the admission of delegates 
whose credentials came directly from their 
Congressional districts in preference to those 
who held credentials trom the State Conven- 
tion. The Committee on Credentials, of 
which the present Senator Conger was Chair- 
man, reported in favor of the district dele

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AccorpiInG to Constantinople telegrams 
received by the Pulitische Correspondenz, the 
news forwarded by Dr. Zitterer, who has been 
seut by the Turkish authorities as Sanitary In- 
spector to the plague-stricken districts in Mesop- 
otamia, on the west bank of the Euphrates, is 
not very encouraging. The scourge prevails 
chiefly in the City of Redschef, containing about 
2,200 houses and 14,000 inhabitants. But the dis- 
ease ia confined to the two districts of the city 
called Ziab and Huesch, while the other quarters 
are comparatively free from it. Dr. Zitterer 
had all cases of plague occurring in the city out- 
side of these two districts conveyed there in 
ambulances, after ordering the remaining cloth- 
ing and effects of the victims to be burned. 
The houses in Redschef being all built of stone, 
he caused the doors and windows, after the 
building had been thoroughly fumigated, to be 
walled up. During the week from the 26th 
of March to the 2d of April the Doctor 
recorded 224 new cases and 157 deaths. In the 
smaller villages surrounding the City of Red- 
achef the pestilence rages at a fearfulrate. In 
Dshaara, fvom whence it was imported to 
Redsehef, from twelve to fifteen persons die 
daily. Dshaara is a small village of about 1,200 
inhabitants, of whom 350 have already falien 
victims to the dreadful scourge. In the village 
of Abu-Schio, near Dshaara, consisting of fifty 
huts, with 180 inhabitants, sixty-three persons 
have died. According to Dr. Zitterer’s state- 
ments the plague has not spread beyond the 
territory in which it first appeared, and, although 
he admits that the disease appears in a very 
malignant and violent form, he hope to be able 
to keep it confined to the districts now alfected. 
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Tur Journal forecasts the outcome of

Relative to his own conduct, he said 
he had considered it his duty not to yield to 
the temptation to establish new precedents 
for complimentary observances which might 
cause embarrassment in the future. Ile was 
not aware thatinany previous ease the House 
had been called upon to pay a mark of honor 
to a Minister to whom it was so sharply 
opposed. The House had to look to two 
questions only: whether the object of the 
proposed tribute has sustained a great his- 
torical part and done great deeds written 
on the pages of parliamentary and national! 
history, and whether he acted with the ful! 
sanction of the constituted orders and the 
nation. Mr. Gladstone thought there could 
not be a shadow of doubtin answering both 
questions affirmatively. Despite the sharp 
change manifested at the late elettions, the 
authority by virtue of which the late Lora 
Beaconsfield had acted emanated from the 
same franchise of a free Constitution as that 
which maintained the present Government, 
who endeavored with the same sincerity to 
promote the grandeur of the country. The 
eareer of [ord Beaconsfield was in 
many respects the most remarkable in En- 
glish parliamentary history. The only one 
which was comparable to it as regards the 
wonder it was calculated to excite was that 

f Pitt. Beaconsfield’s pame was associated 
Wwith great constitutional changes. Glad- 
stone proceeded to say that he would never 
scruple to admit that the solution of the 
question of the alteration of the franchise 
was largely due to Beaconsfield’s personal 
influence. Looking not as friends and ac- 
mirers, but impartially, at the magnitude of 
the part Beaconsfield played for seven years 
in European affairs on behalf of England, he 
had not a doubt the man who had 
during that time sustained the office and for 
thirty years had led a great party, and had 
interested the general heart to the extent 
manifested during his illness and at his 
funeral, should be commemorated. 
ALTHOUGH HIMSELF SEPARATED FROM 

LORD BEACONSFIELD 
by longer and larger divergence than per- 
haps ever existed between two persons 
so constantly in contact, yet he had

The tone of 
the provincial markets isin sympathy with 
that of London. Buyers are everywhere 
waiting for a reduction. Foreign arrivalsare 
large, about one-third being from America. 
Fifty off-coast cargoes arrived, of which 
fourteen were sold. The value of off-coast 
American has fallen sixpence. Spot sales 
were difficult, buyers requiring a reduction. 
In Mark Lane business has been nominal. 
The foreign breadstuifs trade was generally 
stagnant, and values fell as in English 
breadstuffs, but buyers failed to respond. 
Floating cargoes were slightly reduced in 
bulk, half being American. English flour is 
in plentiful supply, drooping, and difficult to 
sell on account of increasing foreign sup- 
ply. Foreign continues in buyers’ favor. 
Parley—Small offermgs: values maintained ; 
trade exceptionally slow; foreign unh- 
changed. Oats were in steadier demand, 
and rates generally improved. Foreign was 
slow and unchanged. Maize entirely lost 
its stability. American Friday was quoted 
at 25 shillings ex-ship. Sales of English 
wheat during the week were 36,712 quarters 
at 44 shillings 9 pence, against 23,901 quarters 
at 46 shillings the corresponding time last 
year.

AUSTRIA. 
THE BRIDAL PROCESSION, 

VIENNA, May 9.—At half-past 12 this aft- 
ernoon the Queen of the Belgians and the 
Princess Stephanie drove from Schdnbrunn 
to the Theresianum., There they dressed for 
a formal entry into the city. The sky was 
overcast and there were slight showers. 

There were vast crowds of people to wit- 
nessthe entry. The route was lined by in- 
fantry. The procession was headed by a 
squadron of cavalry, followed by officials on 
horseback. Then came the State carriages 
and a detachment of Imperial Guards, after 
which came the bride’s carriage, drawn by 
six gray horses, surrounded and followed by 
mounted officials, Then came the Hungarian 
Guardians. At the triumphal arch, near 
Elizabeth bridge, the procession halted, 
and the Burgomaster, the Council, and other 
municipal officials presented an address of 
congratulation and welcome. The procession 
then traversed the city to the Imperial Pal- 
ace, where the Princess Stephanie was _ re- 
ceived by the Emperor Francis Joseph and 
Prince Rudolph, 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT, 

VIENNA, May 9.—With a dull sky over- 
head, and slight,. sprinkling showers, the 
Royal bride made her entry into the city 
to-day. Herreception was as enthusiastic as 
one could desire. From an early hour large 
throngs gathered along the whole line of the 
route, until the streets were completely 
packed with human beings. The decorations 
were rich and plentiful, the only thing want- 
ing to make the entry an entire success being 


sunshine, At noon the various corporations 
assembled before the Burgthor. Half an 


hour later the Queen of the Belgians and the 


Princess Stephanie drove in carriage 
and six from the Imperial Chateau 
of Sechinbrunn to the ‘Lheresianum, 


where they were received by a Brilliant stalf. 
by this time one continuous line of infantry 
had taken position along the route, and kept 
a clear way for the procession. At the 
Theresianum Her Majesty and the Royal 
brile dressed for the procession in two 
specially-titted boudoirs, and then, all being 
in readiness 
THE TRIUMPHAL ENTRY 
commenced. First came a squadron of cav- 
airy, and these were followed by richly- 
ilressed servants, councilors in carriages, 
soldiers and trumpeters in richly caparisoned 
horses, and carriages contaming the dig- 
nitaries of the household. 
the Master of the Horse was drawn by six 
horses, and was perfect in ail appurtenances. 
A DETACHMENT OF THE IMPERIAL’ BODY- 
GUARD 
and a detachment of Guards which followed 
lent additional brilliancy to the procession. 
A .carriage containing the bride, who was 
accompanied by her mother, was drawn by 
six grays, and on the left side of the vehicle 
rode Gen. Phillopovie, Commander-in-Chief 
of Lower Austria, sword in hand. On the 
right walked the Inspector of Imperial Car- 
riages. The Queen and Princess both ap- 
peared in excellent spirits, and repeatedly 
acknowledged the greetings of the enormous 
crowd. Behind Gen. Phillipovie and the 
Inspector, walked several footmen, who 
were followed by six halberdiers and six 
bod y4muards on horseback. Then came six 
pages on horseback, and after them a 
mounted detachment of the Imperial Arch- 
ers, arrayed in red uniforms trimmed with 
gold, white trousers and Wellington boots. 
After these marched a detachinent of the 
Hungarian Body-guard in gorgeous green- 
and-gold uniforms, and a carriage containing 
the two ladies of thé household of the Queen 
and Princess. Two more carriages, contain- 
ing three ladies of the Imperial household, 
and drawn by six horses, came next, and the 
rear was brought up by a company of infan- 
try and a squadron of cavalry. 
ALL THE SEKVANTS 

forming part of the procession walked or 
rode bareheaded. When the carriage of the 
bride reached the triumphal arch near the 
Elizabeth bridge a halt was made, and the 
Burgomaster of the city, accompanied by the 
Common Council and various municipal of- 
ficers, approached and delivered a speech. 
At the conclusion of this, the procession re- 
sumed its way through the magnificent Ring- 
strasse.. On approaching the Imperial Burg 
the arrival of the gorgeous cavalcade was 
formally announced by a court oflicial to the 
Chief of the Imperial Household, Prince 
Hoheniohe, who, in turn, announced it to 
the Emperor. 

PREPARATIONS FOR THE MARRIAGE 
arenow complete. The Imperial City has 
heen in a state of joyous excitement for 
days past, and wears a mostcharming aspect. 
Banners and bright-hued drapery hang from 
the windows in the leading thoroughfares, 
and palaces and public buildings are bright- 
ly decked with evergreens. To-night the 
whole city will be resplendent with tasteful 
illuminations. The Wecorations at the French 
Embassy are particularly eifective, consist- 
ing chiefly of immense garlands of ever- 
greens, looped from window to window, and 
connected by gay bouquets of flowers. At 
night the facade will be illuminated by elec- 
tric lights. The bride isto goto the altar 
attired in a costly dress of .-silver brocade, 
trimmed with silver embroidery, represent- 
ing various kinds of flowers, and completed 
by atrain of five yards in length, trimmed 
with silver lace and velvet.

ESCAPE OF TEXAS JACK.

Sr. PAUL, Minn., May 9.—Considerable excite- 
ment was caused in Minneapolis this morning 
by the discovery of the escape from the County 
Jailof the famous road agent and desperado, 
Texas Jack, otherwise John J. Wilbur, whose 
captures have been cbBronicled on numerous 
occasions.

On the 3d of Novem- 
ber last he was captured by Deputy-Mar- 
shal A. D. Pay at Yankton, D. T., for 
steaiing a pair of horses in Yellow 
Medicine County, where he has beer noted 
aS a general desperado. Joseph Fortier, the 
Sheriif of the county, procured a requisition to 
take bim to Granite Falls, ‘which place he 
, reached on the 29th of November, wben he was 
brought before the Grand Jury and indicted as 

| a borse-thief and for au attempt at murder. 
After the indictment he was brought to the city 
and incarcerated in the County Jai! Dee. 25, 
| from which he very nearly escaped by sawing off 
| the iron bars of the old cages, the particulars 
and the frustration of which have aiready 
been published. On the Wth of April 
| Sheriff Fortier and Deputy B. T. Randall took 
| him back to Granite Falls, where he was tried 
and sentenced to imprisonment atStillwater for 
three vears, and on their way to Stillwater last 
Sunday they stopped here and placed the pris- 
oner in the new and supposed to be impregna- 
ble cage in charge of Sheriff Eustis. But when 
they wentafter their man yesterday morning 
he was notto be found. There was only an 
empty cell, a broken skylight, a hanging rope, 
and a few footprints left. The manner of his 
esca pe is supposed to be this: He was, with a 
prisoner named King anda number of others, 
locked up iu the second tier of cages in the new 
part ofthe jail. It is the custom to order the 
prisoners into their respective cells before the 
turokey opens the door, and aftcr they enter be 
moves a lever from the outside which locks all 
the doors. This was done on Sundav night as 
usual, and to all appearances the prisoners were 
secure, and the othcer went in with the rations, 
which were pulled through the = places 
provided under the door, but there was one 
empty into which Texas Jack is supposed to 
have secreted himself, and while the vllicer was 
engaged in feeding the ofher prisoners he slipped 
out, and either ascended to the top of the cages 
or else Jumped down to the lower tloor and got 
into the dungeon, where he reinainped until after 
the place was locked upfor the night, when he 
climbed up a temporary ladder Ieft to aid the

A HORRIBLE MURDER.

Jovrer, lil., May 9.—One of the most horrible 
tragedics ever recorded in the criminal calendar 
of Will County took place to-day at Wilmington. 
All the morning Velatte Wheeler, a young white 
boy, and Dan and Curt Carpenter, two negroes, 
were in company. About half-past Ill 
Curt left his companions and went home, 
Dan and Wheeler going to the depot, it being 
about time for the up Denver train. They were 
seen by Mike McConnell to go down behind the 
water-tank, and preseutly the negro came back 
alone. He purebased a ticket and came to 
Joliet. Within a tew winutes after the 
departure of the train the body of poor young 
Delatte Wheeler was found lying behind the 
track with a terrible gash cut so deep into 
bis thrvuat that his tongue was severed 
and his. body otherwise most brutally 
mutilated, Suspicion at once rested on Car- 
penter, and Sheriff Picpenbrink was telegraphed 
to arrest him. The Sheriff received the tele- 
gram at the jail about train time, and was start- 
ing for the depot, when, tbe door- bell ringing, he 
was astonished to behold Carpenter. The negro 
asked to see Dr. Wheeler, an inmate of the jail, 
and was taken into the office, when 
he was arrested and locked up. Young Deiatte 
Wheeler, the murdered boy, was about cighteen 
years old, andis the son of Dr. Wheeler, for 
whom Carpenter called at the jail. The father 
does not yet Know of his son's brutal mur- 
der, but a brother, who is aiso in jail, 
was toldot it, and when the terrible truth flashed 
upon bim the poor fellow fainted away. Car- 
enter, the negro, is about 20 years old, and has 
tomy hard reputation, having served a term 
in jail larceny. When be was brought 
to the jail he was searched, and 
a revolver, box of cartridges, and a knife found 
upon his person. On the knife wasa stain either 
of rust or of blood, and on the wristband of his 
shirt was a blood stain. At the time Wheeler. 
was murdered it was known that be had a $5 
bill in his possession, and, as the negro bought 
his ticket with a $5 bill and had no other money, 
it stands pretty strongly against him. Carpen- 
ter has admitted his guilt, but claims he slew 
Wheeler in self-defense. Coroner Werner be- 
gan an inquest to-day, but adjourned over until 
to-morrow.

The statute und®f which it 
is attempted to be passed authorizes Park Com- 
missioners to connect aay park, boulevard, etec., 
under their control by selecting and taking om | 
connecting street or streets, or parts thereof, 
leading to it. Sec. 2 of the act says: “ That sucn 
Board of Park Commissiouers, or such corporate 
autborities as are authorized to levy taxes or 
assessments for maintenance of such parks, 
shall bave power to improve such street or 
streets as they may deem best."" Now, the Lin- 
coin Park Board does not come within the list 
of such Boards. They cannot levy taxes 
or assessments. The Supervisor, Clerk, and 
Assessor are the autborities designated by 
statute for such purposes in the North 
Division. In this respect this Board dilifers 
from the other Park Bvuardsin Chicago. The 
authorities baving power to levy taxes Or as- 
sessment, to-wit: ¢ Supervisor, Cierk, and 


. Assesasor may fail to act, the Park Board would 


then be at its mercy, and no assessments might 
be made either for the first improvement of the 
boulevard or for its subsequent annual main- 
tenance: and in that event, or in the event of 
either of these named contingencies, the Park 
Board would be forced to divert funds neces- 
sary for the supportof the park, which is for the 
good of the whoie ple,and to apply the sume 
to this boulevard, which is for a tew ouly. 
It may be said thar the words “such corporate 
authorities’’ above alluded toin Sec.2of the 
act are intended to cover the Supervisor, Clerk, 
ana Assessor of the North Town. If that view 
be taken, then the said Town Board is the Board 
authorized to improve the streets taken in such 
manner as it may deem best. 

Tnis ordinapce confers upon the Park Com- 
missioners 

POWER TO IMPROVE THESE STREETS, 
the act of General Assembly confers this power 
upon the Town Board. It may be said that the 
Commissioners will determine upon the 
manner of improvements, and will cail 
upon the Town Buard to make assessments 
for the first improvements, and afterwards 
to levy taxes fur the maintenance of those 
streets. Suppose the Town board refuse to do 
as the Commissioners wish. Then, asthe statute 
gives no power to the Board to euforce its 
wishes, mandamus would not lie, and endless 
trouble and litigation would ensue. The major- 
ity of the peopie of the North Division who cilect 
the Town Buard, being opposed to this ordi- 
pance,.there is every reason to believe that 
difficulties wil) be the natural result of the pas- 
sage of this ordinance. I do not, therefore, 
‘think that the statute under which this ordi- 
nance was passed can give the Council the 
power to conter upon the Park Commissioners 
the control of streets for boulevard purposes in 
such shape as will prove beneficial to the North 
Side. 

Another objection to tais ordinance exists of 
a legal character. It says it shall be void 
unless the Park Commissioners shall select and 
take the said parts of streets within days 
ufter the approvalofthe same Now time being 
thus fixed, the Board may take fur such selec- 
tion so much time as it may pleuse, and the 
ordinance would remain in effect until the 
courts should determine that the Board bas nut 
made such'selection within a reasonable time, 
1 am icformed that the majority of the Com- 
missioners are opposed to the ordfpance, and 
will be in no hurry to accept it. Litigation 
would therefore be very probable.

HARRISON’S INAUGURAL. 
RETURNING THANKS. 

Mayor Harrison then read bis second inaugu- 
ral message, which was as follows: 

In passing from my tirst into a second term of 
office as Muyor of this great city, | wish to ex- 
press to the citizens of Chicago my deep grati- 
tude for the high honor they have conferred 
upon me, and to assure them that in reéiecting 
me by so handsome a majority. I feel most 
keenly that they have placed me under in- 
creased obligations to do my best to merit their 
confidence. A public man should seek popular- 
ity only by being worthy of it. It shall be my 
eurnest endeavor 80 to meritit. To deserve the 
applause of the people is my highest ambition— 
to obtain it my greatest pleasure. It is with 
coufessed pride, gentiemen, that | congratulate 
you and the peopie of Chicago upon the unex- 
ampied prosperity she has enjoyed during the 
past two years, and upon tbe proud financial 
position she occupies among the cities of the 
world, and I felicitate wmyself that 
this proud eminence has been - attained 
to a great extent during my tirst term of oftice. 
But while saying this, 1 wish to acknowledge 
that it has been my good fortune to be at the 
head of the city’s alfairs during a brighter day 
than was vouchsafed to my immediate prede- 
cessors. At the same time | owe to my able 
assistants the statement that they have been 
prompt in taking advantage of this brighter 
day, and that they have not wasted the sun- 
shine.

THE CONDITION IN WHICH I FOUND THE

RAISING A LARGE AMOUNT OF REVENUE 

FROM LICENSES, 
There is no reason why a poor peddleror ex- 
pressman sbould pay a license to enable him to 
ply a trade which barely keeps his wife and child 
trom starvation while hundreds of dealers 
whose occupations bring them princely incomes 
should go scot free. There are occupations cf a 
most profitabie character requiring capital 
which the Assessor cannot flac which couid 
bear a very considerable price for license. 
There are other occupations which increase che 
fire bazard of the whole city to 4 great extent, 
or which wear away our paved streets, and those 
pursuing them bave accumulated vast fortunes 
in a very few years, which could pay a larger 
revenue to the city than do its 3,000 saloons, aud 
yet not feel depleted bank accounts. The city 
will need something from many of these occu- 
pations to enable it to run decently next 
year. Why should they go free while the poor 
widow has to pay a license for the privilege of 
furnishing the rich with cooks and chamber- 
maids, or the cripple with the privilegegf earn- 
ing his living by an apple-staund? earnestly 
urge you to provide for the collecting of licenses 
of every character permitted by the city’s 
charter. 
FINANCES. 


The management of the finances of a great 
city like Cnicago, laboring as it bas under 

‘uliar embarrassments, is not an easy task. 
‘ew men fully impressed with its duties and 
responsibilities would undertake it. The choice 
for this Department has proved a fortunate one, 
and when lear that a more earnest, zealous, 
and efficient Controlier than its present in- 
cumbent has not filled the office-l only reécho 
the opinion of leading financial men who have 
had any dealings with the city. He has ably as- 
sisted in carrying out the line of policy which I 
deemed of the utmost importance ina scrip- 
ridden community. Through his enervetic ef- 
forts cash paymenta were resumed, aud my aim 
realized. his change effected a saving to the 
city employés of thousands of dollars per an- 
num, and enabled us to make betcer bargains 
for the city’s work. Withthe same prudential 
management we shall countinue on the cash 
basis, and piace the city in a position where it 
will never be obliged to go back to a depreciated 
paper, and stand, a3 it were, bat in hand, await- 
ing the pieasure and services of other. I refer 
you to the Controller's report for a detailed 
statement of the city’s finances up to Jan. 1, 
1831. 

PUBLIC WORKS. 


Under the immediate eye and controlof this 
Department rests all work of a public character. 
Witbout a vigilant care and the strictest bonesty 
thousands of dollars would be annually squan- 
dered, and rigs of a most dangerous character 
fostered. The records of this Department bas 
demonstrated that its present head thoroughly 
understands the requirements of bis position, 
and has rendered the public signal service by 
his firm course in awarcihg contracts upon their 
merits, and not through favoritism. Strict busi- 
ness principles have prevailed, and every cou- 
tract has been fairly and honestly served. The 
ring that predominated before have been 
routed at every turn. Their various at- 
tempts to assert themselves in important con- 
tracts have been frustrated, and the city has 
been gainer thereby thousands of dollors. More 
work has been accomplished for less money than 
the same class of work has cost before, and 
small appropriations have answered where 
larger oues would tbave been required were the 
old order of things in vogue. Of this improved 
order of things no better evidence can be fur- 
nished than the following comparative state- 
ment for the years L877, 1s78, 1479, and Lss0: 
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Nearly two yedrs ago | earnestly urged the 
Council totake immediate steps for the erec- 
tion of two additional pumping-engines at the 
West Side pumpiug-works. [ again called your 
attention toit a year ago. | have found no 
reasou to change my mind asto the urgency of 
this work. Shvuuld one or more of .the present 
engines break, and no one can be sure thut they 
will not, then an outraged people suffering for 
water which should be given them = as 
freely asair will call your supine neglect by the 
name of crime. I believe the wooden period for 
street-pavement should pass away from Cbhica- 
go. Our central and beavily-traflicked streets 
need something more duravie than sappy pine 
or cedar bDilocks cut from burnpt-over swainps. 
Grapnit and Medina sandstone cana be had with- 
out stint. The beauty and health of the city 
require that such pavements should become the 
rule and not the exception in the heart of the 
city. A few nervous gentiemen may object to 
noise. But they should remember that the music 
of the pine-covered forests is not compatible 
with the busy traffic of a mighty cum- 
mercial city, Ashland avenue, paved nine 
years sivce, and now neasly as = simootb 
“us when first improved, and Jackson 
street, which has stood the test of a severe 
wiuter’s frost, and is to-day crowded with per- 
sons testing the mettie of their roadsters, prove 
the vast supernority of macadam over wooden 
blocks tor outside residence streets. It may be 
objected that they ure muddy when wet and 
dusty when dry. But they are wet only a short 
period of the year, and properly constructed 
sprinklers keep down the dust at a compara- 
tively smali cost. I recommend that you will 
hereafter turn a cold shoulder to the wooden- 
biock contractor for such streets, and that you 
willunderstand that private contracts for pav- 
ing streets are less for the interests of the city 
than of a few who engineer them through. 
Stone block pavement for the beavily-tratticked 
streets, and gvod macadam for the outside 
streets where rapid locomotion is desirable, and 
wide-tired trucks and wagons shouid be your 
care in the future. 

THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

In speaking of this Department, I can say that 
it is upon a most efficient and satistactory foot- 
ing. 88 crime has been prevaleut thau here- 
tofore, and the morals of the city were never in 
a better condition. The Chief of this Depart- 
ment has rendered me prowpt and energetic 
service,and criminals have found it safer and 
more comfortable to remainaway from the city. 
What has been done can be best shown by the 
statement that, while the recoveries of stolen 
property for the years 1877 and 1878 were within 
$70.07 of the value of the property reported 
stolen, they were onty $31,154 beiow the value of 
stolen property in I879 and 1880. Besides, the 
value of stolen property bas been less for the 
past two years by $6.),444. 

When I cume into office two years ago there 
had existed in this city an organized gang of 
bank-robbers, the most successful and daring 
ofany inthe whole country. They committed 
no known crime here, but, making this their 
headquarters, raided banks throughout the 
Union. They defied the police or silenced thein, 
and boasted that they could not be heid in jail. 
In July, 1879, they committed a bold robbery in 
Galesburg, and came here to enjoy their plun- 
der. I determined that Chicago should not 
harbor outlaws to prey upon our neighbors. By 
careful working the Police Department found 
evidence against these fellows, and sent some of 
them to the scene of their crime. After long 
delays of the law and against the machinations 
of corrupt but able friends, one of the 
gang is in our Penitentiary for eight 
years. Another, escaping to Canada, is 
incarcerted tor several years. A third has 
been in jail in Galesburg for many months 
awaiting bis trial, and the remainder are scai- 
tered and dure not come bere again. The de- 
struction of this gang has done much to terrify 
other such organizations, and to keep them 
from making this theirbome. There is not to- 
day a singie orgarzized gaug of outlaws in Chi- 
cago. 

In connection with this improved state of af- 
fairs I desire to say that the telephone police 
alarm stations bave proved a most valuable ad- 
| junct tothe Department. We began with its 

introduction in the West Twelfth street district, 
which was overrun with desperadoes, rougbs, 
and footpads, and, finding it so useful in sum- 
mouing police to apprehend this class, 
we bave so extended the system to 
er portions of the city that districts 
hitherto comparatively unprotected are now 
thoroughly under police surveiilance. There 
have been established already some ninety 
alarm stations, and, had the City Council set a 
larger appropriation than it did, we should cover 
other still remote and unprotected sections. But 
for this change the present police force would 
be entirely inadequate to meet the demands of 
the city. Our forve is the smallest of uny large 
city in the countrv. The present number com- 

sing itis almost the same as it was when we 

ad a little over haif of our present population. 
Increased elticiency and telephonic commuuica- 
tion bave rendered the force doubly serviceable 
and aided in a very material and perceptibie de- 
crease incrime. For this telephonic Innovation 
and improvement upon old police methods we 
are chiefly indebted to Prof. John Barrett and 
Mr. Austin Doyle, who originated and perfected 
the system. The system contemplates connec- 
tions with business houses and private resi- 
dences, and aiready several have availed them- 
selves of its benefit to be iu a position to receive 
prompt _— assistance in case of an emer- 
gency. it has already proved itself of incaicu- 
lable value to the Department, and will be made 
to cover the city as rapidly as means will permit. 
| bave directed the Superintendents of the Po- 
lice and Fire Departinents to make as 
large Savings as possible in their respect- 
tive Departments, and to apply the same to an 
extension of the system. I base in this way to 
cover to some extent the mistake made by the 
Council in not making a more liberal appropria- 
tion forthe complete extension of the system 
over the city. 

The success of the Police Department is more 
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of otber cities. The disparity be shown 
the following: meee ~ 
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THE FIRE DEPARTMENT, 

In looking over the records of this Depart- 
ment for the past four years [ find that it bas 
not only coped more succeasfully with fires, but 
kept down the average joss during the past two 
years at a point below that of the two preceding 
years, in spite of tbe greater number of con- 
fiagracions in the latter period. In 1877 and 1878 
there were 9%23 fires, and the amount of loss in- 
voived was $1,351,314, mak og the average loss 
$2,969; while in 1879 and 1880 there were 1,606 
fires and a loss of $1,707,898, making the average 
loss only $1.980. It will be accordingly noted 
from this that while there were 683 mvre tires 
during the past two than during the two preced- 
ing years, the average loss has been $1,009 less 
for the past two years. This speaks voluimes of 
praise for the effective working of the force as 
at present constituted. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


No department of the city has shown more 
efficiency during my term of olfice than this. 
The city bas grown in population with great 
rapidity. it has been impossible for the appli- 
ances necessary to health to keep pace with this 
growth. While the pupulation of the city is 
that of one of venturies growth, the street 
pavements and sewerage system have been 
necessarily those of a city of two gen- 
erations of men. Many of the manufactur- 
ing interests have extended with a rapidity 
vastly disproportionate to the city’s growth. 
Some of these interests are of a character ordi- 
narily offensive to the seuses and suppused to 
be injuriows to health. A quarter of a ceatury 
ago there were packed in Chicago 56.000 hogs; 
during the last year over 6,000,000. The siaugh- 
tering of other animals bas increased almost as 
rapidivy. Nearly aii of this growth has 
been within the past decade. The great 
amount of refuse matter from this 
Vast borde of animals had to te 
tuken care of. The most of it is utilized. This 
naturally gives out offensive odors, and if not 
promptly attended to breeds disease. For years 
the summer air was offensive, that of autumn 
and winter-often almost intolerable. Some of 
the finest portions of the city were oftentimes 
for weeks unfit for delicate people to live in. 
By a steady perseverance, knowing no favor 
and fearing no opposition, tighting in the courts, 
abused ana vilitied, the bead of the Health De- 
partment nas done bis duty. While he has 
fought stenches he has anal by me in uphoid- 
ing Our great manufacturing interests. Conse- 
quently it can be said to-day that 

ere ‘has been nothing to offend = the 
nostrils within eighteen months. People 
are absolutely forgetting there ever was 
a Bridgeport stink, and yet the great industries 
which formerly caused these stenches are grow- 
ing day by day, until they are becoming one 
ot the wonders of the world, and 
their proprietors, who formerly cursed us for 
forcing them at great expense to abate and pre- 
vent nuisances, are to-day our warmest sup- 
porters. Our people, easily alarmed by a sensa- 
tiopal press, make great oultcries when the water 
hapvens to be less clear than crystal, and de- 
mand that we spend ten millions to get a new 
supply of water that they may growl at the cost 
which such outlay will entail. In 1877, for a few 
days, the water supply was somewhat defiied, 
and lately it has been roily for some ten days. 
But even during these worst days, Chicago's 
water was better than thatin every-day use in 
many American cities, aud pure compared to 
that of any of the large European cities. A 
change from one kind of water to another 
nearly always aifects unpleasantly, and some- 
times injuriously. Noone from any of our in- 
land counties, where hard limestone water 
cowes trom springs or. wells, can go 
from Niagara to Montreal by boat without 
suffering disagreeable effects. The effects are, 
however, temporary, and yet the water of Lake 
Ontario and the St. Lawrence is of crystal clear- 
ness. @ flood pouring from an overtlowed 
country lately caused a changed water to come 
from our Crib. lt was injurious to very weak 
people and caused etrong ones (to their bodily 
discomfort) to take to so-called mineral waters, 
or to indulge unusually in beer or liquor, and at 
once reporters seeking items tind doctors eager 
to cry. * Poison in our water!” A little precau- 
tion fora week or so every few years will pre- 
veut our people from sutfering, and during all 
the remainder of their lives bere they enjoy the 
coolest aud purest water of the inbabitanta of 
any large city on the face of the globe. Some 
peuple who have been to my kuowledge horri- 
tied during the past ten days at Chicago s water 
ure now going with or sending their tamilies to 
Europe, where they can in nv city get a giass of 
water much purer than can be dipped up inside 
of our breakwater. Over there they wiil drink 
mineraljwater and wine,and will spend thousands 
of dollars to have the opportunity of doing so in 
toreign lands. Their steward's fees abvard 
ship would have purchased pure water from 
Waukesha for the entire time during which the 
water offthe city has been lately roiied. The fol- 
lowing statement will show that no one ueed 
flee from Chicago to find a more healthy city: 
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GAMBLING, 


One of the questions which has agitated our 
citizens and the public press recently is that of 
gambling. Ou this subject 1 have been severely 
criticised in some quarters, and in otber quar- 
ters as eminently respectable | bave been in- 
dorsed in the position | have assumed. If not 
openly, it has been very generally tacitly ad- 
initted that it is impossible to thoroughly eradi- 
cate the evil, butas to the exact course to pur- 
sue towards it a diversity of opinions exists 
among those who have fully exumined this 
phase.of sociallife. We cannot,some say, rid 
the cowmunity of gambling, but bow can the 
evil be reduced to its minimum effect? There 
seems to be the rub. Those who have 80 vigor- 
ously cried out for its extermination have failed 
Lo suggest any possible and prac- 
ticable pian by which the desired’ end 
cau be accomplisted. In their blind 
zeal they seew to torget the essential results of 
all attempts—viz.: that every effort at its anni- 
hilation has been attended with a dismal fail- 
ure. ‘They are by no means left without practi- 
cal examples of the results of such efforts. If 
they wouid ouly pause in their frenzy and direct 
their attention to the time sporting or club- 
houses were presumably closed, they wouid 
easily recall facts that indicated not only that 
private precincts of hotels and public buildings, 
but fashbionabie resorts, were invaded and games 
of chance indulged in. Here, free from and un- 
molested by the guardians of the law, young as 
well us old were taken in and tleeced. A few 
wealtby gambiers managed to run their places 
behiod locked dvors, and by means of a liverul 
feeing ollicers intrusted to see that there was no 
gambiing blinked at violations of the law, 
passed on, and kept the central authorities in 
imnorance of their existence. Then it was final- 
ly discovered that one place was in fuli blast. The 
police made a descent upon it, an explosion of 
powder ensued, and the case went into the State 
Courts, where Juadge McdAilister held sub- 
Stantially that police officers had no authority 
to break in the doors of places when it was not 
absolutely certain that gumbling was being 
regularly conducted therein. The decision was 
looked upon as a victory by the gamblers, and 
gambling shops opened with various self-im- 
posed restrictions in different sections of the 
city. Rvupers-in flourished extensively, and 
gambling heid undisputed sway behind doubly 
barred and screeued doors. Subsequently the 
owners of these plaves put a bold front to their 
vocation, and, in view of former experience, the 
then existing Administration evinced no special 
inclination to break them up. They were ac- 
cordingly. in a hightide of prosperity long be- 
fore Llentered upon the Mayoralty, and the au- 
thoritics were fully cognizant at ali times of 
their location. Considering what the results 
bad been, | came to the conclusion on becoming 
Mayor that the evii must be kept within proper 
bounds and restrictions. More than that, I 
determined to restrict their houses to the cenjral 
part of the city, where they could be closely 
watebed and keptin check. By this vourse of 
procedure | bad in view the easy and unre- 
stricted entrance St either the police to detect 
Sharp practice by the gamblers, keep minors 
out, and .find any crooked persons who might 
seek its enchantments, or of business-men who 
might desire to see whether an employé was 
squandering money surreptitiously taken from 
histunds. By such course as [| have thus out- 
lined, | bave had the indorsement of a large 
numberof citizens, and the results buve been 
far better than they would bave been under 
different conditions. Under the appareut rigid 
rule in vogue in 1875, there were in the city 
forty-four gambling establisments and twenty- 
odd bunko places; in 1877 eearly thirty gam- 
bliug-bouses and a dozen or more bunko-rooms; 
while during 1880 there have not been more than 
seventeen of the former and not a single bunko 
estabiisbinent. I notice that the correspond- 
ent of THe TRIBUNE says there are in 
Washington City, with a population less 
than one-third of that of Chicago, from 
twenty-five to thirty gambling-houses in 
full blast, and yet, he says, they pull them fre- 
quently and break up their furniture. The pres- 
ent state of affairs here is due to restrictions, 
and wherea great number of complaint4, came 
to iny olfice shortly after my inauguration there 
have been not more than a half-dozen witnin the 
past six months. The plan of keeping these 
places iu the heart of the city enables the police 
to iearn where brace-boxes are played upon un- 
suspecting Victims. Such houses are promptly 
deait with. Those that are ruu are put upon 
their good bebavior, minors are exciuded, and 
those who must play protected from the tricks 
of deaters, and games of a cbaracter calculated 
to attract the man of small means and the 
youngtare being eutirely prevented. | am not de- 
fending gambling per se, but if my position is 
wroug in dealing with it from a practical stand- 
point the peopie have theirremedy. They can 
appeal to an authority higher than mine; and 
strange itis that such citizens and newspapers 
as bave assailed me have not also directed their 
_batteries toward that authority. Tnose who 
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| was not mistaken when he said that “ sta 
enactments can’t turn a calf's tail into a thi 
hind leg.” The fireside, the and

laws to suppress social evils. But those who 
differ with me have a law under which a citizen 
feeling that the community has been outraged 
by the existence of gambi can and swear 
out a warrant and secure satisfaction. The 
Grand Jury are open to his complaints, and 
even the assistance of the State's Attorney can 
be invoked, 
in conclusion, I desire to return my thanks to 
the members of the outgoing Council and to the 
various beads of the differeut Departments for 
their kind assistance and aid of the incomiug 
Council in all measures looking to the welfare 
and prosperity of the “4

WMAfter the Council adjourned, Ald. Young was 
asked why he voted with the Democrats, and his 
answer was, “*I don’t train with that crowd,” 
meaning bis fellow Republicans. 

Ald. Hirsch, who has always been a Democrat, 
though nominated by the Republicans and 
elected by them, said he had * reconsidered ”’ 
his caucus agreement. [t is understuod that 
the inducement was the promise of a chairman- 
ship, as he is ambitious to shine in the Council. 

Aid, Watkins, whose vote was a complete sur- 
prise, said be hadn't attended the caucus, and 
that he was not altogether satistied with 
the list. He also is understood tu 
have a hankering after an i important 
chairmanship, and it is said the 
Democrats have told him that he could be at the 
head of the Finance Committee. If this be 
true, his voting with them is easily accounted 
tour.

Gen. Chetlain Gives His Impressions of 
the Battle of shiloh. 

The monthly meeting of the Union Veteran 
Club was held at the Grand Pacific last evening, 
Col. Scribner in the chair. 

After some routine business the following was 
read from Mrs. Senator Carpenter, and piaced 
on file: 

WASHINGTON, BP. C., April 2, 1881.—H. T. Vail

to express to them through you my appreciation 
of such words of reverence, admiration, and love 
for my dead, and my thanks fur their sympathy 
for the living.

THE BATTLE OF SHILOH. 

Of the members appointed at the last meeting 
to discuss the battie of Shilob the only person 
present was Gen. Chetlain, and upon being 
called for he addressed the Club. It was with 
hesitancy, he said, that he undertook to speak 
on the question, because it had already been so 
freely discussed. Keferring to the paper of 
Gen. Sherman on the subject, be said he disa- 
greed with him on the question of whether the 
public letters in the Cincinnati papers published 
at the time were a true basis for its history. 
The dispute was realiy whether the attack upon 
the Federal forces had been a surprise or 
not, and those who arrreed with Gen. Sberman 
were partly right, and those who took issue 
with bim were aiso partly right. The Federul 
army was at the time about 45,@0 strong at that 
point, and after reviewing the movements of 
the troops in detail prior to the attack, he said 
that onthe Sunday morning vf the battie the 
five divisions in front had been ordered to go 
through the usual iuspection, which he argued 
would not have been the case had the attack 
been anticipated. The cavairy at the time was 
only 1,000 strong, and though they were scouting 
daily, they bad never reported the approach or 
sight of any considerable body of the 
enemy. When the attack was made under 
Sidney Johnston, it was both vigorous and well 
planned, and the Federal forces to the number 
of 10,00 were forced back—the most of whom 
were green soldiers—before Gen. Grant com- 
prehended the nature of the assault, which com- 
menced about] o'clock in the morning, and 
while some of the men were at breakfast. The 
speaker was notat the front, as it huppened, 
but was on the ground and cognizant of what 
took place, and, though an attack was not en- 
tirely unlooked for, it came as a surprise. 

Speaking of the disadvantages iabored under 
in the assuult on account of Gen. Wallace mis- 
understanding his orders, and his failing to con- 
centrate bis forces on the right of the column, he 
said but for this mistake the Fedcral forces 
would have had the victory won by 2 o'clock. 
As it was, however, had it not been fur Gen. 
Sherman's uoble resistance the entire army

into the river in the rear. before that time, 
whivh, for awhile, was quite imminent. 

Describing the battle, be said that there never 
had been better tighting done on both sides: 
that regiments und b des had been melted 


cown: and,s ing of Gen. Grant’ 0 
aud heavens. the apeaker gave him credit. for 
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attention to one unpublished fact, which 
was that at 4 o'clock on the afternoon of Sunda 

Gen. Beauregard telegra to his head- 

quarters to pack up and prepare to move back, 

which he said went to show that at that time 
the Federal furces _were considered by him 
as whipped. In conclusion, hejreferred toa dis- 
pateb from Gen. Halléck, at Washington, re- 
ceived after the rout of the enemy, furbidding 
ursuit, which he thought was a great mistake, 
orif the pursuit had been made the victory 
would have been the more complete, for the 
enemy's cannon and many men would have been 
captured. 
en. Crafts Wright was next called upon, but 
he excused himself by saying that Gen. Halleck 
was at St. Louis at the time of the battie, and 
could not have sent the dispatch. The General 
promised to have more to say on the subject at 
some future time. 

Lieut. Jacobs followed. He denied that Gen. 
Wallace bad not obeyed orders, asserted that he 
had done as told, and said that he retreated only 
when he found that he was moving in the wrong 
direction. He did not agree with Gen. Chetlain 
as to the hour of the commencement of the bat- 
tle, but agreed with him as to the attack

for which. he said, the West Point Generals were 

responsible. 

e discussion was then dropped and business 
resumed, whereupon a_ resolution was pre- 
sented recommending James J. Healy for the 
position of Assistant United States Marshal.

Louis, 
Cincinnati, and other important stock-shipping 
points, be required by the terminal roads atc 
these points te construct at an early date weigh- 
Ing scales at or convenient to the loading place 
for the purpose of weighing all live-stock ship- 
nents at ths time they ure loaded upon the cars 
for shipment, and, when done, the transporta- 
tion charges to be assessed upon the actual 
weight so ascertained.”’

I 
know that it would be repulsive to bim were | 
to speak words of extended eulogy regarding 
him, and I forvear from that; but I aim very 
sure that itis fitting on such an occasion, when 
those who knew him,aud respected him and loved 
bim gatherin bis own home, for me to speak 
some simple words about Charlies Hitchcock,— 
as to the life which he lived bere,—that simpiec, 
and pure, and beautiful life, the ending of 
which brings a shadow upon his home and the 
hearts of those who dweli here. 

Most of us are living two lives, or, I might say, 
aduallife. Thelife we bear out before the 
worid—the life of battle, the lite of conflict and 
turmoil, the life which must be molded and 
wade largely by the environments in the worid 
without. This itife is the one by which wmwost 
people know us. But the other side of our life 
is quite a different thing—the life which ia 
known to our circle of intimate friends, and es- 
pecially to those. who dwell within the same 
home. And itis ofthis life that | delight to 
think of to-day, and of which | would speak a 
word—the life which our friend lived here. So 
soon as be came within sightof his home, we 
can know by his character—by the peculiar 


restful. it was here he enjoyed the quiet of re- 
tirement. It washere that be seemed free to 
speak of himseif as he never did outside. Very 
many thought our friend reserved. It was not, 
as | believe, reserve, but rather a natural 
timidity, 

A DELICATE SENSITIVENESS 

of nature, which caused so many to mistake him 
foramanvof somewhat cold demeanor. No so. 
We who knew bim here knew different 
from that—that there was nothing of 
that coldpess about him by nature. Here 
he seemed to give himself just as he was—as his 
heart was—to his friends, and those who had 
the privilege of communing with him here— 
those of us to whom he spoke of himself, as he 
did once and again under this roof, on this 
porch—know very well bow mucb there was of 
tender, child-like spirit about bim, how much 
there was of heart, though much also of miad. 
He seemed to be a man well developed in both 
aspects. While be seemed to impress himself 
by virtue of his bigb moral qualities and mental 
faculties upon others, especially upon bis 
fnends, yet he left the impress of a tender 
beart, and that is more. 

Perhaps some of you will be surprised when 1 
speak of bim as in spirit like a child. He was 
that. He loved the children, and they loved 
him. He would welcome them here—chbildren 
of this little neighborhood—and he would have a 
pitt of fruit or flowers for them. 1 was touched 
by what Il heard this morning. A little boy not 
far here was found lying in bed weeping from 
bitterly, and when his mother asked him why he 
was crying he said, “1 shall never see Mr. 
Hitchcock again.” He won the hearts of the 
children because his heart was the heart of a 
little child. 

It may also surprise some of you to know that 
the equipoise of character—that strength, that 
self-control which possessed bim—was the resuit 
not of anything naturally boro in him, butof a 
lifelong and desperate stenenic ugainst disease. 
From the age of 20 disease seemed to have fixed 
itseif upon him. The peculiar organic affection 
of his heart was then determined, and all 
through these years—from 20 years 
of age—Charies Hitchcock had made 
; A FIGHT AGAINST DEATH, 

till death became the victor. We may well be- 
lieve that such a struggie as this should have 
brought with it that which always comes with a 
struggle of this sort—a greatness of character, 
or strength of character, and, at the same time, 
a calmness; and you all recognized this in the 
friend who has gone. It was really the conflict 
which made him the man whom you honor. 
Latterly his disease seemed to encroach 
upon his vitality. There came upon him 
shadows. He felt that his work was done 
in the world, and, in the calm view which 
he took of his own condition, he felt that 
life was not desirabie to him; it were better, 
since be was not abie to watch tenderty over his 
friends and family, since be was not able to 
make them happier, for him that be did not live, 
but rather to die. And yet, asi have been told, 
there was an incentive to his struggle for life; 
and what wasit? Dear friends, it was the cord 
of life that ran from bis heart to the heart of bis 
aged mother,—that mother for whom, even as a 
boy, he seemed to feel that be must eare; that 


mother for whom through ail these years 
he had had _ the very tenderest and 
sweetest and for her sake,

if for the sake of ithing else, and no other one, 
be atill resisted death as he mignt,—he still de- 
termined that he Would keep his place and do 
his work. But only a week ago this very day 
the news came to him by telegram that the dear. 
devoted mother had passed —- He sat and. 
thouzht, the tears ran down his face, and then, 
l bave no doubt, he felt that life was nothing 
moretohim. It had been a question whether, 
if he were to die. it would not break his mother's 
heurt. But when he heard that she had died, 
bis heart was broken and he was undone. 


I LOVE TO REMEMBER 


that all those qualities which he possessed had 
an underlying basis of deep religious conviction. 
Few there are who knew. and for that reason I 
would say it to-day, that his reverence for re- 
ligion, his respect for everything in connection 
with it, was high and pure. [loved to see him 
in the house of God, an attentive, respectful 
listener. He beard the Scriptures read every 
day of bis married life. He united his peart in 
prayer with the heart of her who mourns 60 
deeply to-day. This, 1 take it, Was the secret of 
all that made bis life so beautiful to his friends. 
This, I think, was the secretof thestrength 
which he had to bear up agai disease, and the 
strength to go on with bis work, and to make his 
name known and his character respected and 
bonored in the wide circle of friends whom you 
represent to-day in this house of mourning.

For 
the same week iu 188) the deaths were but ls, 
while this is the exact number of children who 
died under 5 years of age last week. The an- 
nual death-rate was a proportion of 31 to each 
1,000 of Gur popoulation. Males, 155; females, 
145: married, 51, widows, 41: widowers, 10. 

The deatb-rate is seriousiy alarming, and 
should open the peopic’s eyes to the necessity of 
doing something. ‘Think of seventeen deaths 
from cholera during the first 
week in May! Ali the diseases incident 
to ebildren have been remarkably 
malignant and severe. Isit all attributable to 
sewuge-tainted water? Have not our filthy 
streets und badiy-ventilated bouses something 
to do witb it? ere is a matter that should not 
pass unnoticed. It is a serious question for 
publig attention. Yesterday the extraordinarily 
large number of fifty-eight burial permits was 
issued. And yet Chicago is a beaithy city as 
compared with others in the United States, but 
it needs a much better sanitary development.

STATE’S-ATTORNEY MILLS continues on the 
sick list.

In the cal! of the quasi-criminal calendar in 
the Criminal Court yesterday the old “bum- 
buat’ cases Come up on anappeal. Yattow and 
Murray, it will be remembered, were fougbt in 
the lower courts jlast summer for maintainmg 
the * bumboat”’ nuisance out at the break water, 
and at considerable expense the city finally won 
a victory over them in three distinct cases, in 
each of which they were tined $100 and costs. 
They took an appeal at the time, and in the call 
of the cases yesterday before Judge Hawes the 
appeal was dismissed on motion of Col. Cameron, 
who represented the city. The proceeding was 
somewbat out of the usual order, but it is under- 
stood that it is the result of a compromise be- 
tween the “bumboat’’ men the city, by 
which the fines imposed in the lower courts are 
to be set aside on the condition that the nuisance 
be not repeated this summer. 

NO WITNESSES IN COURT. 

In noticing the continuance of the Seventh 
Ward election-cases some days ago on account 
of the absence of the witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion, attention was called to the laxity which 
seems to pervade the Criminal Court in the 
matter of trying causes and enforcing respect 
for its processes. Yesterday another instance 
occurred goime to illustrate the fact that there 
is a growing disposition on the part of the pub- 
lic to have the Court adapt itself to its con- 
venience. In the call of Judge Anthouy’s cal- 
endar none of the witnesses were present for 
the people, although they had been subpoenaed, 
and an adjournment had to be taken until the 
afternoon in order that they might be vrougat 
in on attachments. At 2 o'clock they were on 
hand, among them several poligemen, and 
the Court gave them aie deserved = re- 
buke, and told them that hereafter 
if they failed to respond when summoned, or 
to send a sulficient excuse for not appearing, 
they would be fined for contempt or im- 
prisoned.- The whole trouble bas grown out of 
the uncertainty which of late has attended the 
trial of causes. Witnesses bave been brought 
into court time and again, even from ne.ghbor- 
ingeStates. to find that they were not wanted, 
and that the case in which they had been called 
had becn passed or continued on the merest pre- 
text. Whatis wanted is the exercise of a little 
more tirini@ss on the purt of the Judges and 
State’s Attorney, to the end that persons inter- 
ested in criminal cases may be brougnat to un- 
derstand that when a case is set it must 
be tried. Witnesses get weary of being trithed 
with, and itis unreasonable to expect them to 
live around the court-room from the time an 
indictment is found urtil the case is tried. If 
the Judges will do their duty in the matter, 
which is piain, the fost respect for legal pro- 
cesses will soon be restored, causes will be dis- 
posed of more rapidly, and a great deal of 
valuable time will be saved to the courts and 
the witnesses. 

THK COURT-HOUSE INVESTIGATION.

and cruelly abusing the three little chiidren 
intrusted to her care. Detectives Reed and 
Stanton started out at once to arrest the woman, 
and the latter soon found ber on Milwaukee 
avenue, heading for home with a can full of 
beer which sbe bad just purchased. He indig- 
nantly threw the beer into the street, and the 
woman immediately set upa furious bowl about 
it, which she kept up until long after she was 
lodged in a cell at the station, A TrIBUNE 
reporter visited the house shortly after 
the arrest, and found the Corebjornsen 
children in the apartments in the rear of the 
sane house occupied by Mrs. Johnson. A boy 
just over 3 years appeared to have been the 
drunken woman's only victim. Martin is bis 
name, and a homelier and ugiier child it would 
be hard to flad. A doctor who was called in 
found that the child's left arm had been 
sprained, not broken, as was at first thought. 
e was adorned with a big bump over the left 
eve, a slight cut on the side of the

The father is a hardworking carpenter, and ap- 
pears a ot man of bis class.

THEIR RETURNS OF FINES DUE THE SCHOOLS. 
A TRIBUNE reporter called yesterday upon 


| Mr. Albert G. Lane, County Superintendent of 


Schools, to learn what Justices of the Peave 
have made him reports of the tines and for- 
feitures due the County Board of Education 
tor the past year, whicn report the law requires 
to be made in Murch. Mr. Lane's last statemeut 
in this couvection wus wade in bis annual re- 
port for the year ending Juve 30, 1880, wheo of 
106 Justices in the County only sixty-four had 
made reports, and of these only twenty-tive had 
turned in any money. Mr. Lane reported that 
since then Justices had made addidona! returns, 
as follows: Charles Arnd, Chicago, 33; Joshua 
Bell, Lemont, $5; H. B, Brayton, Chicago, $33; 
T. Browa, Chicago, $34; W. Dunton, 
Wheeling, $6; D. H. Hammer, Chicago, #3; Clark 
Holbrook, Glenwood, $3; H. A. Kauffman, Cai- 
cago, $193; George Kearney, Evanston, $10;

* Whatare you domg by way of spurring up 
the other Justices?” the reporter asked. 

“TT have sent outa notice to each Justice, a 
regular printed Diank, calling their attention to 
the iaw which requires them to report to me all 
Hues and penaltics they have imposed in suits in 
which the people of the State of Illinois are 
plaintiffs, except those for trespass on school 
land, and to pay me the full amount collected, 
Mr. Woodinan has been attending to the prose- 
cution of Justices who fail to compiy witb the 
provisions of the jaw, and are thus liableto a 
tine of $25. I understand; however, that the 
County Board has decided that the County At- 
torney shall attend to ali this business 
in tbe future. The Clerks of Courts 
of Record are also required to report 
such fines and pay them over, and 
Ihave called upon Mr. Stephens, Clerk of the 
Criminal Court, to do ao. Mr. Stepheaos says that 
State’s-Attorney Mills claims these fees, which 
now amount to about $700, under a provision of 
the statute which he holds covers the case. Mr. 
Stephens is bolding the money pending a de- 
cision of the matter, which will probably be 
brought up by County-Attorney Willett before 
Judge Antbony in the Criminal Court to-morrow 
morning. When ! was in this office before the 
County Beard of Education used to receive 
4,000 to $7,0N annually from the Criminal Court 
on account of these fines.” 

The reporter also calicd upon some of the Jus- 
tices who bad not handed over the fines. Mr. 
Hudson said that be bad not dove so because he 
had not had auy to turn over. Mr. Meech inti- 
mated that it 80 seldom bappened that be im- 
posed any fines of the kind that the matter was 
oue of too sinall importance tu Warrant investi- 
gation. He did remember that he once fined a 
colored man §) for assault and battery, but\he 
did not rememover whether be turned the money 
over to the County Superintendent or not, and 
he felt certain that it would be too much trouble 
to look the matter up. The County Superintend- 
ent's reports, however, have ono record of Mr. 
Meech's having reported the fine, and - the 
chances are that the matter bas been oOver- 
looked.

MARKHAM’S CASE. 
CAPT. WILLIAM TURTLE, CHIEF OF A DETECTIVE 
AGENCY 

in this city, writes at considerabie length to THE 
TRIBUNE, giving his views on a Case reported in 
Sunday's paver. On Saturday last one Charles 
J. Markham, one of Pinkerton’s watchinan, was 
brought before Justice Summertield on a charge 
of attempted burglary. The prosecuting wit- 
ness Was Mr. Salisbury, of the firmof Salisbury & 
Cline. dealers in gossamer guovds at No. 10’ Muad- 
jsou street. For sowe time past the firm has been 
robbed during the night, altbough the store was 
always found locked in the morning. ‘They dis- 
charged a porter who had a Key to the store and 
who was detected in some irregular proceedings, 
but still che thieving went on. 

Last week another robbery occurred, and Mr. 
Salisbury called upon Turtie’s Detective Agency 
to ferret out thethiet. Detective J. H. Buil was 
detailed on the job, and watched inside the store 
fortwo nights. At4o0 ciock on Saturday inora- 
ing Markbum entered the store, was confronted 
by Buil, and taken to tbe Armory. So far ali 
accounts agree, bui as to what bappened in the 
store and wby Markbum went in there the testi- 
mony of the differeut parties dilfered materially. 
Bull swore that the yuter door was locked, that 
Markham opeoed it witb a key, and that bis uac- 
tions were of such a character as to’render his 
conduct very suspicious. Markbam swore that 
he found the door open; that, Salisbury & Cline 
being patrons of Pinkerton’s Agency it was bis 
duty to investigate the mutter, and that he went 
in to search for burgtars. Justice Suinmerficid 
heid (hat there was no evidence against Mark- 
bam and accordingly discharged bim. 

Capt. Turtie excepts to the statemert of the 
casé given in THE THKIBUNE a3 conveying a false 
impression that the allair grew out of arivairy 
between two detective agencies. He asserts in 
strong terin§ that notwithstanding the finding of 
the Justice of the Peace, Markbam was engaged 
inan unlawful business when captured by Bulli. 
He claims that Markham was uoduly favored 
by the police and the Justice. In support of all 
which ctaims Capt. Turtle produces no evidence 
ocher than that whicb was given in court, and 
upon the strength of which Justice Summer- 
field ordered Markham’'s discharge.

ed. Hf. BOWEN. 
THE CORONER'S INQUEST—THE DEATH DUB TO 
THE ENGINE. 

The inquest on the body of Col. J. Mm. Bowen, 
who wasthrownfrom a buggy and killed one 
weck ago Sunday, was held yesterday at the 
South Caicago Hotel, Coroner Matson presiding. 
The jury was composed of H. RK. Hobart, F. M. 
Webster, Fred Taeger, A. Wilson, Alex. Pernod, 
and C. H. Williams. A number of persons were 
present interested in the case. Benj. F. Guyton, 
of New York, conducted the examination for 
the friends of Col. Bowen, he buving beeu con- 
nected wit the Bowen Bros. for eignteen years. 

The first witness was Lru P. Bowen who said 
his father was 59 years of age; was born in 
Manbeim, N. Y., was Married; and was 
engaged in the real estate business and 
conuected with the Pullman Land Association. 

Geore Carr, the driver of the bugyy from 
which Col. Bowen was thrown, and iu the em- 
ployment of ‘I’. W. Jobnstone, of Brown's Mills, 
wassworn. Was driving Col. Bowen Sunday, 
May 1, at 6p. m.; bad started for South Chicago 
Hotel, and ou arriving at the Fort Wayne cross- 
ing the accident occurred. The horse wisa 
gentie one and very easily driven. On arriving 
at the crossing the engive blew off steam, and 
the horse took fright. The engine was within 
twenty-tive feet of the crossing and standing 
still. Thesteam was let off just as the horse 
was oppusit the engine, and the horse 
became frightened and jumped onto 
the sidewalk. Witness was throwu 
over the sidewalk and Col. Bowen was thrown 
to the jeft, striking beyond it. Witness was 
stunned by the fall and did not know what oc- 
curred for a mowent or two after. Nosteam 
escaped until they were on the crossing The 
engine did net move after blowing off steain. 
Witness was thrown tive or six feet.. It was the 
escaping steam that frightened the horse. The 
escaping steam wus from the steam vaive, and 
the engine started away atter the horse had 
been captured some time later. 

Peter Gebran said he saw the accident. En- 
gine 14 of the Fort Wayne Katlroad biew off 
steam justas the buggy struck thé track and 
the driver and Col. Bowen were thrown off. The 
engine was about ten teet from the edge of the 
crossing. The burst of steam from the safety 
vaive trightenead the horse. The horse made 
three jumps and on the sevond the men 
were thrown off the buggy. Col. Bowen 
atruck on the right side of the 
breast and head and never moved after. 
‘The engine weat six or eight feet after the acci- 
dent. béth the engineer and tireman got off to 
see what had occurred. The engine could be 
seen at some distance; it stood on the sidewalk 
crossing, a3 they frequently did. If the engine 
had stopped in front of the depot it would have 
been fitty or sixty feet away from the buggy. 

Thomas F. Doyle, real-estute dealer,, was 
sworn, his testimony being substantially sim- 
ilar to Gebran's. The steam was blown off ata 
furious rate. The engine was on the planks, 
across the tracks. Cuil. bowen lived, though in- 
sensibie, about three-quarters of an hour. He 
did not seem to breathe, but merely gasped, 
having fallen on bis chest. 

Dr. C. F. Swan suid be was called to attend 
Col. Bowen. The cause of death was the rupt- 
ure of the pulmonary vein, and the shock of ve- 
ing thrown from the buggy. The beart and 
lungs were in a normal cundition. The shock 
itself was suflitient to cause death with the body 
in good condition. 

Dr. Larkin assisted Dr. Swan, and his testi- 
mony was of a similar character. 

T. W. Jobnstone, the owner of the horse, said 
it was a young horse which had been worked in 
an team and wasa little afraid of steam, baving 
been struck by cinders trom a biow-out in a 
blast-furnace ut Brewn's Mills. Witness’ wife 
bad driven the horse allover town. A man bad 
been hurt since the time of Col: Bowen's death 
by the blowing off of steam -by engines at the 
same place. aud horses bad been scared. 

J.Q. McClellan waé sworn and said he was en- 
gineer of No. 15. Ais engine stopped two rai:s’ 
length west of the crossing, or about sixty feet 
from the centre of the street. He was lighting 
the headlight when a horse came up and 
shied to the right. The horse was afraid 
of the engine, and the seale was biowing off a 
very littie,bit. The steam began to blow from

pounds, and that did not go off. _— of the 
engine was six or eight fect west of cross 

of the sidewalk. There was no one in the cab o 
the engine when the accident occurred. After 
the accident witness looked at the gauge and 
found it at 110 pounds. 

Edward Petesch, fireman of the engine, was in 

restaurant, and saw the horse from a window. 
The horse was a littie ticklish. The distance 
from the engine to the Crossing was twenty-four 
paces. He did not see the accident. Tho steam 
was about 100 pounds pressure. 

The flagman at Commercial avenue, the 
brakeman, and conductor were also sworn, and 
their testimony was substantially the same as 
that of the engineer. 

The jury then retired and returned the fol- 
lowing verdict: 

That Col. James H. Bowen came to his death 
on the Ist day of May, A. D. 1881, at the South 
Chicago Hotel, in said Town of Hyde Park, by 
reason of rupture of the pulmonary vein and 
sbock caused by being accidentally thrown from 
au buggy On the evening of May 1, 1881, near the 
crossing of the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chica- 
gO Railroad and Commercial avenue in South 
Chicago, the horse having taken fright at the 
sudden escape of steam from the safety-valve 
of Engine No. 135 P., Ft. W. &C. R. R. Co. We, 
the jury, are of the opinion that the said acci- 
dent would not have occurred if the engine had 
been standing clear ot the street. 

At present it is unknown whether. suit for 
damages will be instituted, but the probabilities 
are that such will be the case. 

Col. Bowen's life was insured for $18,000, in 
favor of Mrs. Bowen. 


ELECTRIC LIGHTS. 
DANGEKS OF FIRES FROM THEIR USE. 

Prof. Barrett, the Superintendent of the Fire- 
Alarm Teiegraph, was iaterviewed yesterday by 
a TRIBUNE reporter in regard to the dangers 
from fire in buildings where the electric light is 
used. Hewas asked if he had seen the state- 
ments made by fire underwriters in New York, 
and publisbed in this paper,and what he thought 
of them. 

“I have been flooded with inquiries in regard 
to the subject,” said Prof. Barrett. “To start 


with, let me say that it is a well-known fact that 
the direct cause of the electric light is the in- 
terrupuon of the electric current, which is 
done by the carbon, the electric spark con- 
suming it and causing what is knowa 
as the incandescent light. To burn a 
large number of lamps the _  foljowing 
conditions have to becarried out: First, a pow- 
erful generator; second,a large conductor of 
copper wire. The current is carried on the 
wire to the several lamps in a circuit. Now, if 
from some cause or ocher a wire of smaller ca- 
pacity should cross the two conductors leading 
from the generator, the result would be that the 
wire would be heated and consumed.” 

The reporterasked: “Would such an event 
as that named cause such fires as were spokeao 
of in a moderately exposed place?” 

“It would be more taan likely to set fire to 
any woodwork, if, under such circumstances, a 
a small wire came in contact with it. <As 
an instance: At an exhibition .of an 
electric light a few days ago, where 
a representative of THe TRIBUNE was present, 
this same question arose. The conditions were 
carried out as specified. The result was that a 
small wire was heated to such an extent that 
when asmall piece of wood was laid against it 
it was entirely consumed.” 

“Do you think that the electric wires make a 
building an extra bazardous risk” 

* Tsnould think pot, when the conditions are 
earried out right. in my opinion the system of 
handling electricity requires thorough insula- 
uon. If the insulation ts perfect 1 can't under- 
stund how the risk can be made more hazardous 
thun it was before the electric light was put in.”’ 

“Suppose this, Prof. Barrett: The wires for 
electric lights run through the elevator shaft of 
a building, where telephone or other telezraph 
wires cross on floors, is there more danger 
there?” 

*;bere is danger wherever it is possible for 
those small wires to come in contact with the 
generator of the lignt.”’ 

*“ How would you avoid any danger from this 
source?” 

“Only by perfect insulation.” 

“Is not rubber perfect?’ 

“Rubber is a good _ insulator, 
when it is cracked, which is 
happen in a dry atmosphere. My im- 
pressien is that, for the electric light in 
buildings, the wires should be first thoroughly 
insulated with gsubber, and then incased ina 
leaden pipe. That would obviate all danger 
trom cAicked rubber, either woen caused by the 
actionof theairer from some hard substance. 
A great dealtof this danver is also obviated if 
care is eXercisedin stringing the wires, even 
when but partially insulated. tut there is abso- 
lute necessity for avoiding crossing or coming 
in contact with smaller, or any other metal wire.” 

FOUL PLAY SOMEWHERE. 

A CASE WHICH WILL STAND LOOKING INTO. 

The case of Matilda Johnson vs. Charles Gus- 
tafsun, mentioned in Sunday's TRIBUNE, came 
up again before Judge Hawes yesterday. The 
case is one in which there are some interesting 
features, and, as herctofure intimated, it in- 
volves the names of two attorneys in a trans- 
action uot yet clear as to its character, by 
which a poor, ignorant, deceived woman ap- 
pears to have been kept out of ber rights and 
the money a jury awarded her. 

The story goes that the parties to the case 
were acquainted in Sweden, and that under 
promise of marriage the woman was seduced 
prior to Starting for this country. They arrived 
ere about a year ago,and in July the woman 
finding that she was about to become a mother. 
bad Gustafson arrested and bound over to the 
Criminal Court. In October the child was born, 
und Dec. ¥ be was found to be its father, and the 
Court imposed upon him the financial obligation 
usual in such causes. 

About the ye facts there is no dispute, but the 
arrest of the defendant Saturday for failing to 
obey the order ot the Court has brought forth 
a tlood of affidavits, which came to light yester- 
day. One is by the plaintiff, in which she avers 
that she employed D. W. Manvbester in tne trial 
as counsel, and paid him $25, and that after she 
had won the case be came to her and told 
her tbat Gustafson had left the country. 
and that unless she accepted $200 and 
scttied the case she would never get anything. 
Another is by her brother, F. J. Dahlin, who 
swears to the same general facts, and goes on to 
say that on the trial Gustafson offered to pay 
Siw0 to settle the matter, and that a few mo- 
ments later one S. A. Miller, an attorney, offered 
to settie for $20, and threatened that unless the 
terms were accepted that he would tix things so 
that she could not get anything. The third and 
only other affidavit is by Andrew Lind, in which 
it is Set out that be went with the piaintiff after 
the trial to Manchester's olfice; that Manchester 
and Miller both urged her to settle for $250, as- 
suring her that Gustatson had left the country, 
eic.; Uat tinally she agreed tu settle on that 
basis for the money in hand, and was induced to 
Sig a paper to that effect, as she thought; that 
they represented to her that the monéy would 
have to come out of Gustafson’s boudsman, one 
Michael Henebrecht, who was good for $8,000 to 
$10.00; that sbe was subsequengy taken to an 
“flice in Metropolitan Block, here she was 
given notes tor the amount, signed by Michael 
Henebrecht; that when the notes became due, 
or the first one of them, she went to look tor the 
signer, but could not tind him, but learned that 
he had gone to the Poor-House, County Hos- 
pital, and had died, etc.; and that, finally, upon 
satisfying himself that the notes were wortb- 
less be_calied upon Mancbester in the matter 
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Gustafson wasin Court, and in answer to the 
aflidavits maintaioed that his brother-in-law, a 
Mr. Jobnson, had paid to somebody $250 
for him iv settlement of the _  troubie, 
but to whom he did not know, and 
in the absence of this important individual the 
Court continued the hearing until Saturday, 
Gustafson, who is a mere boy, giving bond in the 
sutr of $1,000 for his appearance at that time. 

An examination of the records shows that the 
bond in the case was accepted by Justice Hawk- 
inson, Heaebrecht swearing to the ownership of 
several lots iu Sheridan Park Subdivision, near 
Washington Heights. The Subdivision, how- 
ever, appears to have been fraudulent, 
and invde ‘who did 
not own the records 
furthermore show that Henebrecht died at the 
Poor- House with a deed of the property in his 
possession. These facts, in connection, witb the 
atlidavits, further mystify the case, but there is 
nothing clearer than that in the whole transac- 
tion there is at least the appearance of unfair 
dealing, which nothing, it would seem, but the 
story of the missing witness can straighten out. 


ALLEGED LIBEL. 

MOBILE, Ala., May 9.—In the case of the pub- 
lication in the News of a libel copied: from an- 
Other Journal, the editor of the News was sen- 
tenced to $5 fine and one hour’a imprisonment. 
Dr. Crumpton, the instigator of the libel, was 
sentenced to $100 fine and one hour's imprison- 
ment. The defendants appeal.

CHECKING HORSES. 


The New System Denounced as Inhu- 
manand Unnecessary. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, May 9..Permit me, a visitor to your 

city,to record my sense of regret to find your 

population, sv thoroughly up to the murk in so 


class which cau neither grumble nur complain. 

l allude tothe practice, seemingly of general 
prevalence here, I say nothing of elsewhere, of 
cribbing up your poor, patient, and well-doing 
horses by a check-rein. 

In the hands of a professional horsebreaker, 
or in the handsof the owner of a horse which 
shows some incompleteness in the process of 
breaking in, the check-rein is a usetul anda 
valuable institution for a purpose which is 
purely tewporary; but when placed indiscrim- 
inately in the hands of ail and sundry, Tom, 
Dick, and Harry; when applied by them without 
the slightest attempt at reason; the check-rein 
becomes nothing more or iessthan an annoy- 
ance to many, and a piece of shameful 
cruelty to ,.the majority of the poor, patient 
dumb creatures. I cannot use the word non- 
complaining, for 1 do net perambulate one of 
your strects without seeing many instances of 
silent complaint against this barbarous imposi- 
tion, Many protests in the rigid upturned faces, 
in the violently constrained position of bead and 
neck, in the uneasy, restiess position of the 
whole animal, and too often iv the violent pulf- 
ing and throbbing of the chest and the dila- 
tion of the eye and nostril. 

Physicians tell us that the first thing in the 
administration of physiological bodies is to give 
free scope to the influence of Nature. Surely 
it is impprtant to give nature all possible scope 
in regard to a beast of burden, so long as that 
scope does not prevent its being usetul. And 
how often bave those of us who have seen 
horses managed without bearing reins on cormn- 
ing in from a run or work throw their beads 
down 80 as to relax the muscles of their chests, 
and at the same moment give their excited 
hearts free play and enable them to absorb all 
the oxygen which those excited hearts demand’ 
Hiow often bave we seen, on the other hand, 
some poor borse religiously vuckled up go ex- 
citedly alon,s in a broken, excited pace, witb an 
expression of speechiess aguny written in char- 
acters such as be who runs might read on 
its brute features, and in the perspiration which 
seems about to break from every pore inits 
body. The sight to me is always vexing, and I 
know that | am not what is culled sentimentatl. 
We Americans make the daily boast that in 
everything we improve upon Great Britain. 
Surely this is but empty bumbtiousness when 
we come to consider that allthe leading veter- 
inary surgeons and authorities have decided 
against its indiscriminate use, apd that itis but 
scidom seen in tbat country. Besides, what 
would a § SBritisher think of us who con- 
stantly vaunt our system of economy in every- 
thing. when be saw ou aimost evcry horse be 
met aunexpensive piece of harness which is of 
no value except as a meaus of putting so much 
movey into circulation through tbe medium of 
the harnesamakers’ Far better put that money 
inside the stomachs of the too often needy 
animals. 
The sum and the substance of the whole thing 
is, that the use of the bearing-rein, as at pres- 
ent, is uncalled for, and therefore inbuman. It 
is the duty of oneand all to put down inhu- 


manity, but in the absence of  Ilegisiative 
influence in the maiter this duty lies 
upon the shoulders of every’ § individual 
who bas anything to do with horses. 


Especially does it lie upon the shoulders of our 
medical men, wbose role in life exteuds farther 
than the treatment of their patients and the 
earning of a livelihood; but more especially 
does it devolve upon the Christian clergymen of 
this city, who may find an instance where One 
whom they all desire to copy and to hoid forth 
asa model did not consider it too cosmopolitan 
to help a poor donkey from a pit on the Saybath 
day.

WORLD'S FAIR. 


The Movement in Boston for a Grand 
Exposition in 1885—The Proposed 
Building to Be on the Parisian Sys- 
tem. 

_ Boston, Mass., May 9.—The Herald this morn- 
ing publishes a page story, with map,of the 
scheme for a Worid’s Fair in Boston in 1885. 
The location ot the proposed buildings is on 
what is called the Back Bay, and it is held that 
with the great advance whichis taking place in 
building operations in the vicinity and the oc- 
cupation of neighboring territory, the location 
selected will in 1885 be practicaliy in the centre 
of the city. 

The plan of the buildings was suggested by 
Gen. C. R. Norton, and designed ang carried out 
by G. W. Preston, a well-known architect of 
this city, and who, with Gen. Norton, designed 
the only publisbeu plan for the ate g wed exhibi- 
tion in New York. It is proposed to have the 
main exhibition under one roof, utilizing the two 
specially-adapted buildings of the New En- 
giund Manufacturers and Massachusetts Me- 
chanics, pow being erected, and an art depart- 
ment to be arranged in a wing. It is believed 
that a building can be erected in conjunction 
with those of the two Associauuons at an ecx- 
pense not to exceed $200,000, and with ample 
space, not to excecd sixty acres, to meet ali de- 
mands. 

It is proposed to adopt the same system used 
in the Paris Exposition of 1467 as the mort sim- 
pie and best adapted to the form of the building, 
and, owing tothe immense size of the proposed 
structure, 2,700 feet long by 600 wide, it bas been 
suggested that an elevated railroad should be 
built within the building, which would largely 
facilitate progress from one section to anotper. 
The plan sugyested for raising the amount be- 
lieved to be sufficient for inaugurating the fair 
is that 100 corporations, societies, railroad com- 
panies, firms, and individuals shall become 
guaravtees of a fund of $34,000,000, each party 
becoming responsible for $8,000 ou subscrip- 
tion, to be valid until the whvuie amount is sub- 
scribed. Of this amountit is estimated that 20 
per cent would cover the outlay for the first and 
second years, the baiance to be calicd up during 
the third and fourth. 

Very sanguine expectations are entertained 
that the scheme will meet with success, our 
business-men giving it their unqualified com- 
meudation.

Narrative of Buren HR. Sherman, of 
Company E, Thirteenth Iowa Volun- 
teers. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Des Mornes, Ia., May 9.—Knowing that Maj. 
Buren R. Sherman, candidate for Governor, was 
at thegbattle of Shiloh, your correspundent in- 
terrogated him about it, and the following is the 
result in narrative form, omitting interroga- 
tories:

CAPITAL STOCK TAXATION. 
Judge Barnum yesterday decided the demurrer 
of the defendants to the bill in the case of the 
Traders’ Insurance Company against Farwell.

It appeared in evidence that the 
Company delivered to the Town Assessor, to be 
forwarded to the State Auditor and laid before 
the State Board of Equalization, a sworn state- 
ment under Sec. 32 of the Reveuue law, showing 
the amount of the capital stock authorized 
as $500,000, number of shares 5,000, actual 
value of same “ par.”” The total amount of all 
indebtedness, excluding indebtedness for cur- 
rent expenses, was $50,249; the assessed valua- 
tion of lands, $12,195; the assessed valuation of 
personalty, $74,965; and the total assessed value 
of all tangible property, $91,323. The State 
Board, as shown by its published proceedings, 
fixed the value of the capital stock, includi 
franchises, at $750,000, from which it deductex 
$500,000, the amount invested in United States 


bonds, making the taxable value of the 
cupital stock, including franchises, $250,000. 
They then deducted W per cent of 


it with other assessments throughout the 
State, and from the remainder, $125,000, they 
deducted the equalized vaiue of the tangibje 
property $91,323, making the assessment of the 
capital stock, including franchises, $34,677. It 
ulso appeared from a uote to the proceedings 
of the State Board of Equalization that they 
found the capital stock to be worth 50 per cent 
premium, making it $150,000, as above given, 

The camplainant claimed that the whole cap- 
ital of $500,000 being invested in United States 
bonds the capital stock couid not be assessed 
atail,and that the assessment was void. Also 
that there had not been a sufficient deduction 
made, and that, instead of deducting $500,WwW0, 
they ought to have deducted $500,000 plus 7 per 
cent, the bonds being worth 7 per cent premium. 
it was further urged that it appeared trom the 
proceedings of the Board of Equalization that 
the Board violated its own rules in not adding 
to the market value of the shares the indepted- 
ness of the corporation excluding the indebted- 
ness for current expenses. 

The Judge held, first, that the State Board of 
Equalization was authorized by law to assess 
originally the capital steck and franchises of 
corporations, and that its judgment, exercised 
in ‘Accordance with the rules which it pre- 
scribed for its action, was binding on the 
Courts, and the Courts could notinterfere with 
it. Second, that although it did appear that the 
Board did not estimate the value of the indebt- 
edvuess in assessing the value of the capital 
stock and franchises of the corporation, and so 
violated one of ita own rules, yet nevertheless, 
as it appeared that if the Board bad included 
the indebtedness, the tax weuld have been 
greater, the Company had no just ground for 
complaint. The demurrer to the amended bill 
was therefore sustained, and leave given to 
amend further within twenty days. 


JOSEPTT LEDERER. 
An all-day argument was bad yesterday be- 
fore Judge Williamson over an applicauon by 
Joseph Lederer. a bankrupt jeweler, to be dis- 
charged from arrest. He failed last January, 
owing nearly $120,000, and the day before his 
failure he allowed severai judgments by con- 
fession to be entered up against him. His cred- 
itors soon got after him, and he was arrested on 
alarge number of writs of capias in different 


suits. At first he tried to give bail, but the suits 
rolled up against. him too fast, and he 
was compelled to go to jail He was 


charged with having transferred his property to 
his friends and reiatives in order to swindle his 
creditors, and in order to get discharged he un- 
dertook to prove that these allegations were 
false. Philip Stein appeared for ‘Lederer and 
A. 8. Trude for the creditors. Among the wit- 
nesses for Ledercr were one Myer, one of his 
employés, Who testified that Lederer bad $40,000 
worth of Jewelry in the store on the day of the 
failure, but on cross-examination he said there 
was only $23,000 worth. A fire had occurred in 
the store Jan. 3 which damaged many of the 
goods. He could not tell the specitic artictes 
damaged, further than a pair of siveve buttons 
and an oroide watch. . 
A traveling salesman named Franks then 
undertook to tell how he _ had helped 
to depicte the stock. He had $15,000 of jewelry 
about the time of the failure out in Denver. He 
was robbed of it while there, and had the thief 
arrested, but the hotelkeeper, the detectives, 
and the legal officials “stood in together" and 
the thief was discharged. The latter then turned 
around, according to Franks, and sued ‘bim for 
malicious prosecution. 

The hearing was not concluded but will be re- 
sumed this morning.

7 
contest was terrible. At 2 o'clock Gen. 
Hancock's column was in sight, and 
Hancock himself began that brilliant rec- 
ord which, under Grant, Gen/ Badeau hand- 
somety details. Gen. Hancock fought outside 
of his breastworks. The battie was. terrible, 
“thé sound was like one incessant peal of 
thurder, and most remarkable to those tamiliar 
witb battles, because so seldom interrupted by 
artillery, for neither cavalry nor artillery could 
be used where infantry was bardly able toforce 
a way. For hours there was uo intermission of 
this terrible, unusual sound. Manceuvering was 
impossible: neither officers nor men couid see 
fifty yards ahead of them, and Wadsworth 
was compelled to direct the march of his troops 
by the compass.””

Gen. Grant had drawn Gen. Lee 
out of his entreachments, and foiled him in two 
distinet techuical endeavors. “* The men on both 
sides fourht splendidly, whether they attacked 
or repelled; but the battle was a wrestle, as 
blind as midnight. in a wilderness, that made 
manwuvres impracticable as in a Jungle, where 
regiments stumbled on each and on the enemy 
by turns, firing somctimes into thelrown rauks. 
Gen. Grant was auxious to attack next morning 
at half-past 4, but Gen. Meadesthought he could 
not be ready in time, and so the hour was post- 
poned till 5. 

HANCOCK IN THE WILDERNESS. 


During this battle Gen. Badeau pays a high 
tribute to the geveraiship of Hancock, who re- 
evived the brunt of Lee's attack, and although 
badly handled succeeded in winning all that be 
hai lost. A good deal of the delay in the first 
day's action is attributed tu Gen. Burnside’s 
corps becoming, as it were, inguifed in the 
impussable density of the Wilderness. Itisa 
curious illustration of the resolution of Gen. 
Graut that in the very crisis of the battie, when 
the result appeared doubtful, he discussed with 
some ot his officers the possibility of throwing 
his whole army between Lee and Ricnmond. 
The tirst day, however, passed with undecided 
results. Although there were panicky ex- 
citement and gicom in the National 
we learn from the Confederates that 
the same condition of affairs existed § in 
the camp of the enemy. “it was fortunate,’’ 
writes the Confederate Gen. Early, “ that direc- 
tions came to Close the affuir, as had the encmy 
beea able to discover disorder on our side he 
might bave brought up fresh troops and availed 
himself of our condition during the night.” 
The rumor came to the effect that. Gen. Sedg- 
wick, driven in, the right of the army had been 
turned, and headquarters were in danger of cap- 
ture. “Gen. Grant,” says Gen. Badeau, 
** could t know at first whether these rumors 
were trué or false, but he made his dispositions 
quietly, ordered troups to be sent to Sedgwick's 
support, the second line to be formed inside of 
that which bad been broken, and when his or- 
ders were given went back to his pillow and 
slept till morning. His officers Jiscussed the 
situation for huurs, and sat up to learn the fate 
of Sedgwick, wondering at their chief, who 
slept amid such dangers.” 

GRANT'S GENERALSHIP—“ PUSH ON!”’ 

Altbough the izth of May was a day of terrible 
fighting, Gen. Grant allowed his army no rest. 
“Have the men,” he said to Gen. Buroside, 
“ woke up and under arms at falf-past 3."" Gen. 
Mott, who did 30 badly under Gen. Haucock, had 
his division reduced to a brigade. The discipline 
of the army for the first time begau (to be stern. 
Although it appeared that the President had 
given Grant complete control of the military 
torces, we see in many cases that this control 
was nominal. Political considerations were stiil 
allowed to sway the sclection of Generals. Ata 
time when the fortunes of the Republic were 
trembling in the balance of military success 
such aman as Sigel was allowed an important 
command When Grant was forcing Lee into 
the last extremity bis\olaus by Sigvi were en- 
tirely foiled. Butler faifed to make bis connec- 
tien at Petersburg, ana Halleck telegraphed: 
* Sigel isin full retreat on Strasburg; he will 
do nvuthing but run; he never did any- 
thing else.” Gen. Grant attributed § the 
fault of Butler to the insubordination. of 
Gen. Baldy Smith. “Gen. Smith,” he said, 
“while a very able man, is obstinate and likel 
to condemn what is not suggested by himself.” 
The fault of Butler, the defeatof Sigel, still 
superadded to the news of Banks’ defeat in tne 
Department of the Gnif, made the campaign of 
a new commander-in-chief open gloomily. 
Grant, however, determined to Keep ahead, and 
formed the curious military resolution of 
throwing aside his artiliery, cutting down his 
cavalry, and depending upon the infantry. All 
his orders at this time were to g@ ahead. 
“Push, push, push!” “Push va with ail possi- 
bie vigur.” . . “Push the enemy with all 
your might.” . . “We must not fail.” 
“Act on the offensive.”” . -. “Keepupa 
threatening attitude.” . . . ™*Fight the 
enemy in whatever force you can find him.” 
“Feel for the enemy to keep him well em- 
ployed.”” These are extracts from the orders of 
Gen. Grant, and show the resolution which he 
hud in begiuning his campaign and which were 
to bring bim victory in the end. 

THE LOSSES OF THE CAMPAIGN, 

From the &th to the 2ist of May the total losses 
of Gen. Grant were 15,601, of which 2,279 were 
killed. Lee's losses are not given by Gen. Ba- 
deau, although among the captures made by 
Grant were 4,000 prisoners and twenty guts. It 
is a fair presumption that the killed and 
wounded in the Confederate army equaled the 
loss of the Federal army. The fact, however, 
that this famous Wilderness campaign, which 
inflicted a fatai blow on the OCunfederacy, only 
cust 15,601 men isa remarkable statemont and 
puts an end to the stories which bave been gen- 
erally accepted for the last tifteen years 
Grant's losses were 50,000 or 60,000 at least. 


THE EFFECTS OF THE CAMPAIGN, 


Grant. regarded the result of the campaign as 
a virtual success over Lee's army. He had con- 
quered the spirit of the adversary, and the only 
question was to force him to surrender. There 
is a sketch of the disastrous attack on Cold 
Harbor, one of the causes of which is at- 
tributed to Warren's opening witb artil- 
lery instead of attacking in force. This whoie 
movement annoyed Grant; in fact, the only 
General who seems to have shown enterprise 
and ability in the movement was Hancock. Gen. 
Badeau gives Gen. Lee bigh praise for his man- 
agement of the Cold Harbor movement: “ Lee 
watched his antagoniet as closely, as warily as 
one wild beast does another before the final 
spring. He followed the movemweuts of his ad- 
versary skillfuliy; he put forth his whole force; 
he thwarted many of Urant’s attempts, but, as 
usual, he left every great aggressive opportuni- 
ty unused.””’ What Lee boped for after this-cam- 
paign, according to Gen. Badeau, was * to hold 
Grant off as long as possibie, to rire out, if 
neither him nor his army, perbaps the country 
atthe North, relying on the pruovability of En- 
giish or French interfereuce in favor of the Ke- 
bellion and the efforts of the Democratic party 
in his behaif.”’ 


LOSSES OF THE CAMPAIGN. 


Gen. Badeau dwells at length upon the nu- 
mercial strength of the two armies in this cam- 
paign, about which there has been so wide a 
misapprehension. When Gen. Grant left Cbhul- 
pepper he bad116,000 effective soldiers, Gen. Lee 
between 70,000 and 8,000. Before the 4th -of 
June Grant received 40,000 reinforcements, Lee 
not fewer than 30,000. During the whole cam- 
paign Grant’s loss was 39,000, of whom 6,500 was 
kilied and 26,000 wounded. Gen.) Badeau com- 
pares these losses to other wars, and shows that 
the results which ‘ten.

THE MARCH TO THE SEA. 


_ Gen. Badeau’s third volume describes the 
march to the sea, the inception of which the 
duthor credits to Gen. Grant. “ As to the orig- 
inal idea of the march,” says Gen. Badeau, “ the 
germ was undoubtedly Grant’s; but Sherman's 
march was afar different one from that which 
Grant had contemplated. The General-in- 
Chief, as has been shown, meant at the 
Start to open a line from Chattanooga 
to Mobjle; but he aid not at the start pro- 
pose to abandon the railroads, and he never 
meant, or would have pro 
new f in his rear. Sherman did conceive ‘his 
sculiar march, destroying Atianta as Uortez 
rned his ships, and abandoning the railroad 
as Grant did the Mississippi at Vicksburg; but 
Grant had conceived another march much 
earlier.

Lincoln leaned his chair baekward and talked 
apparently with the greatest freedom even to 
the junior officers.” * The intellectual calibre 
of man was most apparent and most im- 
posing.” Grant with his personal staff always 
messed together, “a rude log cabin forming the 
dining-room, and a long, deal table received 
the fare. never garnished with wine or spirits 
of any kind; ee and tea at breakfast and 
supper, with water for the midday ~ ogee were 
the only drinks offered at these simple soldiers 
meals.” The evening was generally spent 
around the great camp-fire, where Gen. Grunt 
would join the circle from 6 or 7 o'clock till mid- 
night. “ Politics at home were often discussed, 
and, unless strangers of foreigners were present, 
with great freedom. Gossip about mea whom 
most of ushad known came in, and tales -of 
West Point life were common. But, though 
familiar, the talk was by no means vulgar; no 
coarse language was ever used in the presence 
of the General-in-Chief, the most modest man 
in conversation in thearmy. A profane word 
never passed his lips, and if by some rare chance 
a story a little broad was told before hinr he 
blushed like agirl. Yet he was entirely free 
from cant,and never rebuked in others the 
fauits which he bimself scrupulously avoided, 

A WAR PORTRAIT OF GRANT. 

“ Grant,” says Badeau, “indeed rarely showed 
vexation at occurrences, great or small, which 
must bave tried him hard. Sometimes, in great 
emergencies, his lips became set and his mouth 
rigid, bis expression stern; but even then his 
eye rarely flashed, and bis voice betrayed no 
emotion. His tones grew calmer and more dis- 
tinct; his mind seemed to kindle, bis inteliect- 
ual vision quickened; the windows of his soul 
were opened, and he looked out, through, and 
beyond whatever was obscure; but all this only 
those who knew him long and intimately and 
watched him closely could discern. To others 
he was as impassive as ever. | remember ouly 
twice during the War to have seen in him what 
might be called a shadow of excitement,—once, 
when be was indignant at a great wrong pul 
upon a friend, and onve, in the ficid, when we 
passed a teamster who was ill-usiog a horse, he 
shook his clincbed hand at the man and threat- 
ened him with arrest for crucity. 

MIDNIGHT VIGILS AT HEADQUARTERS. 

* As the night wore on one and another of the 
frequenters of the camp-fire dfopped away, and 
by midnight the ¢ircle was winnowed to three 
or four, of whown Grant was always one. ‘The 
only symptom of anxiety he displayed under 
the tremendous cares imposed upon him was 
wakefulness. He never wauted to go to his 
camp-bed. His immediate aides-de-camp dis- 
covered this, and as he was willing to sit under 
the coid, clear sky and stars till3 and 4 o'clock, 
wearing them all out, they at last agreed among 
themselves to wait up with him inturn. He 
never knew of this, but we often bargained 
with cach other for an hour or twoof rest. 
Many of these nights can | remember during 
that long winter at City Point, when every one 
was asicep but the commander ot the arinice 
and his singic officer. If the weather was in- 
clement we bore it as long as we could outside, 
and then sought shelter in his cabin. How con- 
fidential and intimate his conversation 
could at such times become only those 
thrown closely with ‘him knew. His recolice- 
tions'of the past; the stories ot his great battles 
and campaigns, the persoual incidents of Vicks- 
burg, and Donaldson, and Chattanooga, and 
Shiloh; the details of his earlier career; bis be- 
lief in the ultimate success ot our cause; his 
prediction of events,—all were clearly toid in 
terse and ofteu eloquent language, with every 
now and then u pregount utterance that showed 
his appreciation of individual character or close 
sympathy with men in masses, the native 


strength of his intellect or the keen penetration % jn nine months. 


of bis judgment.” 
THE CAMPAIGN OF THOMAS AGAINST HOOD. 
The campaign of Thomas against Hood is de- 
tailed at wreat length. Gen. Badeau prints 
pressing orders from Gen. Grant urging ‘Thomas 
ayain and again tu attack Hood. Finally the 
order relieving him from the command was 
issued. “At length Geu. Grant started from 
his headquarters, intending to go to Tennessee 
and take command of Thomas’ own army. On 
reaching Washington he received a dispatch an- 
nouncing the success of the attack on Hood, 
an attack which developed into one of the 


greatest victories “of the War.’’ “I was 
just on my way to Nashvilie,” he tele- 
graphed Thomas, “but, receiving a dispatch 
from Van Duzer detailing your splenaid 


success of to-day, [shall go vo further.” ** Push 
the enemy now, andgive him po resttill he is 
entirely destroyed.” “The armies operating 
against Richmond have fired 200 guns in honor 
of your great victory.” Ou the 2d Grant tele- 
grapbed tw the War Department: “1 think it 
would be appropriate now to bestow on Gen. 
Thomas the vacant Major-Generalship in the 
regulur army; he seemsto be pushing abcad 
with energy, and he no doubt will compictely 
destroy that army.”’ 

* When the war was over,’ says Ba jeau, “ and 
the General-in Chief made his formal report of 
the operations of the year, he at first wrote out 
an elaborate criticism of Thomas’ course; but 
afterward determined to refrain from even the 
appearance of censure of one wovo had done 8o 
well for bis country, and instcad of dispraise he 
declared in sO many words that, though his 
own opinions were unchanged, Thomas’ ‘final 
deteat of Hood was 80 complete that it would 
be accepted as a vindication of that distin- 
guished ollicer’s judgment.’ And indced, when 
criticism is spent, the fuct remains that Thomas 
at Nashville aid as much to end the Kebeilion as 
any one Generalin any one battle of the War. 
And in military matters nothing which is suc- 
cessful is wrong.” : 

FIVE FORKS AND WARKEN. 
On the 3ist of March the battle of Five Forks 
as fought, which ended in the discomfiture of 
vee'sarmny. It was during the progress of this 
battle that Gen. Warren was relieved from the 
command of the Fifth Corps. Gen. Badeau en- 
ters into this question at length, to show that 
the degredation of Warren from his high rank 
on the field of battle was justitied by his un- 
fortunate temperament. The interminable 
delays of Warren on the 3lst of March so an- 
noyed Grant that Gen. Badeau says: “ More 
than once in that long night Grant thought of 
relieving him from command. Every plan was 
confused, every ananeuvre complicated, every 
object endangered by his failure to move. he 
situation which Sheridan described at 3 a. m. did 
not exist, solely because Warren bad not obeyed 
his orders; there would be opportunity for the 
Rebels to escape, or there might be danger of 
the destruction of the cavairy, solely because 
Warren was not at the appointed place at the 
appointed time.” 
“ON TO RICHMOND.” - 
While the Battie of Five Forks was fought 


Grant satin his distant headquarters outside of . 


his tent wrapped in the blue overcoat of a pri- 
vate soldier, which he wore in this Gampaign. 
** Two or three staff officers were with him,” says 
Badeau, * hovering around the camp-tire in the 
wet and gloomy woods. Two had remained all 
day with Sheridan to bring the earliest reports. 
Suddenly the cheers of the troops were heard in 
the distance, as they gathered from an oflicer 
while he rode along the character of his uews. 
Every one at beadquarters knew what it must 
be. Soon the aide-de-camp came up, and before 
he had dismounted had told a part of his story. 
* The Rebels didn’t run,’ he said, ‘on any par- 
ticular road.’ Five Forks was won, but the 


completeness of the success was still not 
known. Grant at once sent word to 
Meade: * Humphreys inust push now, 


or everything will leave his front and be con- 
centrated against Sheridan.’ The instinct of 
battle was aroused, and he saw in an instant 
not only what the enemy sbould do, but what 
steps be himseif must take in order to circum- 
vent Lee. Before long another officer arrived 
in great excitement, having ridden hard from 
the field. He brought the full intelligence. 
Grant listened calmly to the report, only sow 
and then interrupting to ask a question. When 
all was told, be rose, and, without saying a 
word, entered bis tent, where a candle tlickered 
on the table. He invited no one to join him; 
but wrote a dispatch in sight of the oflicets out- 
side, and gave it to an orderly. Then, coming 
out to the fire again, he said, as calmly as if he 
were remarking, ‘Itisa windy night,’ ‘1 bag 
ordered an immediate assault along the linecs.”’ 


THE LAST DITCIL 


At daybreak the tremendous drama began. 
Lee made a stubborn resistance, but his works 
were carried. it was during this movement that 
Gen. Miles was highly praised by Gen. Grant for 
“the, pertinacity with which he clung to the 
enemy and wrung from him victory.”’ During 
the night Kichmond and Petersburg were pene- 
trated, and Grant, instead of marching to Rich- 
mond fora grand entry, ordered Meade as fol- 
lows: “ You will march immediately, with your 
army, uponthe Appomattox, taking theriver 
road." Mr. Lincoln came on to Petersburg and 
had a few mirutes’ talk swith Grant, who went 
at once to the front and accompanied the army 
that was driving Lee on to his doom. Gen. 
Badeau’s volumes come to an end with the de- 
scription of the defeat and surrender of Lee. 
It isa familiar story, but even told again has 
allthe graphic interest ot a romance. From 
the beginning of the movement Lee was 
outnumbered, outmancuvered, and outgen- 
eraled. Grant's only purpose was to reach Lee's 
army. ** Lee's army,” he said, “was the object- 
ive point, and to capture that is all we want.” 
- « « “The Rebel army, now the only strategic 
point to strike at.’’ On the 5th of April Sheridan, 
who had the advance, sent word toGrant: “] 
wish you were here yourself;.4 feel confident of 
capturing the Army of Northern Virginia if we 
escape ourselves.”” Meade had ordered his army 
to move on the right tlank. Sheridan believed 
that the left was the truc road and Grant agreed 
with him. Pursuit, capture, destruction of 
ammunition and supplies, constant, harassing 
skirmishes and contests, hunger, living on 
parched corn found in the fields, Lee was in com- 
mand of a ruined army rapidly showing every 
sign of disintegration. At Sailor's Creek 
Sheridan attacked the Confederates, taking 
a large.number of prisoners, among them many 
officers of rank in the Confederate arny. On 
the eveuing of the ith of April Grant 
too possession of Furmvilie and made 
his headquarters in a homely country inn, 
where Lee had slept the night before. Here he 
watched the Sixth Corps march by, and before 
retiring he addressed Gen. Lee a letter, asking 
the surrender of the Confederate army. Gen. 
Badeau criticises Lee's course in conducting this 
correspondence as not being ingenuous, but the 
discussion is hardly worth pursuing, as Lee evi- 
dently intended to do bis best to save his army, 
and even, if necessuy, to resort to evasion and 
subterfuge. ° on 

The story o surrender has been told so 
often that we will not follow Gen. Badeau in his 
brilliant and vivid narrative. One picture, how- 
ever, may be rescued trom the glowing pages of

our bistorian, with whom we cannot 
out due acknowledgment of our obligations for 
a work which will tong be accepted as a classic 
history of the greatest war of modern times. 
Gen. Badeau is speaking of the interview be- 
tween Lee und Grant the day after the surren- 
der. He says: 

FRATERNIZATION AFTER VICTORY AND DE- 

FEAT. 

“The conversation was tracted, and the 
resticss Sheridan, not u to waiting, at last 
rode up and asked permission to cross the lines 
and visit some of his old comrades in the Kebel 
army. Leave, of course, was given, and with 
him went Gens. Ingalis and Seth Williams, both 
men of the old urmy, with as many personal 
friends among the Rebel officers as under the 
National tlag. They soon found acquaintances, 
and, when the interview between Grant and Lee 
was over, the three returned, bringing with 
them nearly every officer of high rank in the 
Rebel army to pay their respects to Grant and 
tothank bim for the. terms he had accorded 
them the day before. Lee now bade good morn- 
ing and returned to his own headquarters, while 
the National Chief and those with him repaired 
to the farm-house hard by, where the capitula- 
tion had been signed. Hither also came Long- 
street, Gordon, Heth, Wilcox, Pickett, and other 
Rebel ollicers of fame, splendid soldiers, who 
had ay, their euemics muca trouble; and 
Sheridan,Ord,Griffin,and the men ou Grant's staff 
met them cordially. First, of course, the Kebels 
were presented to Grant, who grected them 
with kindness. Most of them be knew person- 
ally. Longstreet had been at his wedding; Cad- 
mus Wilcox was bis groomsman; Heth wasa 
subaltern with him in the Mexican war. Othors 
he had served with in garrison or on the Pacific 
coast. suey all expressed their appreciation of 
his nagnanimity. To be allowed not only their 
lives and liberty, but their swords, had touched 
them deeply. One said to him in my hearing, 
‘Geueral, we have come tovcongratulate you on 
having wound us up.’ *I hope,’ replied Grant, 
‘it will be for the goodof usall.’ Thea the- 
other National officers took their tucn, shaking 
hands cordially with men whom they had met in 
many a battic or with whom they had eariier 
shared tent or blanket on the Indian trail or the 
Mexican frontier; with classmatesof West Point 
and sworn friends of boyhood. Some sbed tears 
as they hugged cach other after years of sepu- 
rution and strife. Countrymen all they felt 
themselves now, and not a few of the Rebels 
declared they were glad that the War had ended 
in the triumph of the Nation. 

MATERIAL RESULTS OF THE SURRENDER. 

“ Twenty-seven thousand five hundred and 
sixteen ollicers and men,’ says Badeau, “ were 
paroled at Appomattox Court-House. In addi- 
tion to these, 46,495 Kebels were captured by the 
Armies of the Potomac aud the James and the 
cavalry between the 2sth day of March and the 
¥th of April, 1865, making a total of 74,011 pris- 
ouers in this campaign. The wounded were 
probably all paroled, but it is hardly possible 
that fewer than 5,000 were killed. The losses in 
the National urmy during the same period were 
10,066; of these 2,000 were killed, 6,500 were 
wounded, and 2,500 reported missing.” 


OMAHA’S BOOM. 


An Enthusiastic View of the Situation 
by a KBesideat of the City. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

OMAHA, Neb., May 7.—I don’t know whether 
you will care for it or not as an item of news for 
Tue TRIBUNE, but thought | would write and 
call attention to the somewhat remarkabie 
growth of our-city for this year. 

The census, base upon the ratio taken from 
the United States census, gives us a population 
of 34,910 this spring,—the United States census 
gave us 30,650,—an iucrease of nearly 5,000 
Our present population is in- 
creasing rapidly, and by this time next year we 
will bave betweeu 45,000 and 50,000 inhabitants (7). 

We have 8,407 school-children now, against 
7,285 in 1880,an increase of 1,112 in one year. 
Applications for boardin private families are 
numerous, and the erection of new dwellings 
can scarcely kecp up with the demand. It's just 
like Chicago used to be (in a smaller degree) 
when she took ber wonderful start. 

With good crops this year, business is, and 
promises to’ be, evormous. We are now, and 
have been for years, the largest manufacturing 
point on the Missouri River. 

In 1875 our combined business and manufact- 
ures amounted to $17,000,000. | In 1880 they were 
upwards of $45,000,000. Of this upwards of $15,- 
000,000 were manufactures, being in the propor- 
tion of three to one over all competitors in the 
Missouri Valley. In Isl, should the present 
favorable prospect coutinue, our trade and man- 
ufactures will reach $55,000,000 at the lowest Us- 
timate. The State is growiug like a weed in pop- 
ulation and property, and Omaha has scarcely 
begun togrow. We are not one-twenticth as 
great as when Owaha reaches her full growth 
and the West becomes largely populated. Dy 
the West 1 mean Nebraska, Daketa (Black Hills), 
Colorado, Wyoming, Utah, Idahe, Montana, and 
Nevada, with which Omaha does a large 
and rapidly-incroasing tradc;, also Western 
lowa. Our manufacturers “are reaching 
out in all directions selling’ their wares 
us far east as Detrvit, south isto ‘Texas, and 
west to California. Some of them are already 
building up an extensive European: trade, with 
occasional shipments to Asia, Chima, and Japan, 
they regarding Omaba as one of the most favor- 
abic manufacturing points in the West. 

Our building boom is something remarkable. 
Every brick-yard in the city is taxed to its ut- 
most eupacity,and it will be hard work for 
thein to supply the demand. 

Io 1835 0ur public improvements amounted, 
all told, to $235,000. In 1881 they will reach 
$2,000,000, Among the improvements contem- 
plated and in course of erection are another 
grain-clevator, of 600,009 bushels capacity, a 
system of thouring- mills, a grape-sugar factory, 
a starch-factory, two new five-story hotels, an 
elegant iron-front building for the U nited States 
military headquarters, two bank buildings 
and offives, Boyd's Opera-House, Water-works, 
anew railroadto the Northwest, and possibly 
another to the South and one to the Southwest 
into Kansas, together with any number of busi- 
ness blocks. 

KLlegant private residevces are crowning every 
bill,and in a very few years Omaha will be noted 
as one of the most beautiful cities in the West. 

The re is one good point in ber carcer thus far, 
which ought tocommend itseif; that is, every 
man who starts in business here for himself, and 
conducts it in an honorable, straightforward, 
prudent manner, is sure to make money and get 
rich. Ican point out many cases of the kind 
among our thriving business-men.

DOWN IN A COAL-MINE,. 
How Black Diamonds Are Gathered. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

CABLE, Ill., May 5.—How dusky diamonds are 
gathered I witnessed to-day,—Messrs. Lee and 
Groesbell, superintendents for P. L. Cable & Co., 
piloting m@. 

Stepping upon an elevator run very much 
after the fashion of all climb-savers, we were 
shot down into the eurth and darkness some 
eighty feet. Armed with tiny oil-lanterns that 
make a great deal of light for their size, we 
struck off through a tunnel some four and a 
half feet high by ten wide. A narrow railroad- 
track runs through thé centre, over which small 
cars, drawo by mules, convey the coal from the 
rmaines to the main shaft and elevator. 

Following one of these carts we came upon the 
miners, black as the coal itself, and bringing to 
mind,as they moved about with their moving 
lights, which are sct in front of their hats, the 
witches’ dance in ** Tam ©’ Shanter.”’ Formerly 
they hadto lic upon their sides, and, witha 
light strong pick, diz away the coal at the bottom 
of the shaft. three feet or more. Now some 
genius has invented a man-engine which does 
this work for them, and about thirty times as 
fast. Itisasmal) compressed-air machine, sct 
on wheels; and, the man holding it by the 
handles, it attacks the bank with a viciousness 
almost life-like, and picks away faster than one 
man can remove the cual. hen they have in 
this way made a suitable excavation, blasts are 
put in above, and down comes two or three tons 
tothe sound of thunder, that rings through all 
the aisles, and sets the “creeps” at work in the 
flesh of a novice. 

A man oy wens with the place might 
wander about for a week with small chance of 
ever finding his way out, so numerous and 
lengthy are the aisles. 

These laborers are the most devoted to their 
business of any class | ever met; and this struck 
meas being peculiar, as itis black and grimy 
enough; but they say, with a peculiar accent of 
their own, “Na, na, mon,—we ha no wish fur any 
ither wark, and we could na live at a’ wi’out our 
black diamonds,” 

That may be so, but I can say that there was 
a great sense of relicf when we at last came out 
into the air and daylight.

County-Attorney Willett Making a 
Case for the Hospital. 


Charitabje Institutions and Private Individuals 
Who Have Had Exemptions. 


It has already -been stated in THe TRIBUNE 
that the County Attorney was about to apply to 
the Circuit Court for an injunction restraining 
the city from cutting off the water supvly trom 
the County Hospital. The county claims that 
the Hospital is a charitable institution, and 
therefore exempt from the paymenut of water- 
tax. The city claims that, because certain pa- 
tients are received at the Hospital who pay some- 
thing tor extra accommodation, therefore the 
institution is not entitied to exemption. In 
order to support his view of the case County- 
Attorney Willett has been at the trouble to pro- 
cure the book in which the record of exemptions 
is*kept, and has collated therefrom a list of pub- 
lic and semi- public institutions ou which during 
the past two years rebates have been allowed.

tiled to exemption on the ground of being purely 
charitable institutions than is tbe County Hos- 
pital. A look through the rebate-book develops 
SOME VERY CURLOUS LXEMIPTIONS, 
It bas been the custum to exempt from payment 
of water-rates certauim poor —- or persons 
claiming to be poor. This is done, it is to be sur- 
inised, under authority of Council ordinance, 
but what the system of selection may be is hard 
to determine. 

The rebates to individuals are manifold. Many 
of them are made to widows, and the amounts 
in suvh cases are small. But there are other 
iggtances peculiar upon their face. Pat Riley, 
of Brown street, enjoyed the benetit of the 
water-suppbiy from January, 1875, to November, 
1875, and had his bill of $20. rebatea, although 
Pat is not a widow, though be may be an 
orphan. P. Carey, of No. ij) Barber street, has 
been specially favored. No less than six entries 
ure required for P, Carey, who saved $41 be- 
tween May, 1877, and May, 1879; all oa account of 
sweet charity. 

Mr. Clary, of Cherry street, got $35 rebated, 
covering nis water-rate from 1872 to 1879, in- 
clusive. The residentsin Eiston and in Jobn- 
son & Lee's subdivision seem to have been 
care nd favored, for where the abatement was 

ot allowed they cailinty refused to pay and re- 
ferred the collector to the owuer. here ap- 
pear to be a very great number of sl 
sons Of lrish birth or extraction entitied to 
exemption as compared with the Ger- 
nan, Scandinavian, or purely American names. 
Mrs. Hayes and Mrs. Kelly, the widows 
0’ Meara, Kelly, Shaughnessy, Flanigan, Purcell, 
liayes, Mullen, and the like abound on every 
page. 

Mr. Stewart, of Hastings street, is rebated $26, 
covering bis washing and drinking water from 
May, 15:4, to November, 137¥. The widow Cos- 
tello, of J7l Hubbard street, washed herself 
from November, 1875, to May, 187%, at an ex- 
pense of $31, and was then rebated. Also, she 
was allowed $t between May and November, 


oY, 

H. Van Higgins, of No. 16 Huron street, was 
rebated $54 ou account of charity, coveging the 
time between Muy, Is77, and May, I8sl. The 
Baptist Church at 726 Jackson street was al- 
lowed $12 for water consumed between May, 
1877, and November, 1879. 

Kinzie and Kingsbury streets presented man 
candidates for exemption, but these were alt 
small tish. South La Salle street showed up 
well. So did Leavitt, Morwan, Murket, May, and 
Mohawk streets, and some of the parties named 
bad as much as $33 rebated in one lump, which 
would go to show that they considered cleanli- 
ness as next to godliness. 

THE UNITED STATES BANK 
(whatever kind of an institution that may be) 
asked a rebate on certain property on Napoleon 
piace, but for some unknown reason this widow 
or orphan, whichever it is, did not get it. Some- 
body, unnamed, living in the rear of 93 Ontario 
street, was allowed $3 from November, 1878, to 
May, 1879, and refused $4 from May, 1879, to May, 
Issvu. Another entry shows a previous abate- 
ment on the same lot. It might be stated here 
that duplicate abatements abound throughout 
the book, and that it is impossible to ascertain, 
on the tace of the returns, who has been abated, 
or for what reason. 

Dr. Clark, of 42 Pearson street, wanted $18 
remitted, but didn’t makeit. Thomas Connell, 
Pat Brady, and —— Dunn, residing on Paulina 
street, were rebated respectively $9, $24, and 
$16. The descriptions of the property in these 
cases are imperfect, but some of the lots are 
double ones, and in some cases the tax remit- 
ted covers four or five years. 

One remittauce brings up some curious remi- 
niscences. 

MISS ALVIRA M’KEE, 
of No. 36 Rush street, was, on Jan. 13, 1879, re- 
mitted the sum of $11. Miss McKee achieved 
distinction, it will be remembered, by perfvurat- 
ing with a pistol-bullet a County Constable who 
attempted to levy on her furniture. 

South Park avenue is a high-toned thorough- 
fare, but the widow O'Neill, who lives in the 
rear of No. 320, was excused $6 worth, covering 
the years 1878-'79. Some one named Fitzgeraid 
succeeded the widow O'Neill in occupancy of 
these desirable premises, and succeeded also to 
the good will of the Water Department, being 
allowed the $6 to cover expenses from May, 1879, 
to May, 1880. There is no record for the year 
just ended. 

A Mr. Chappell oocupies, owns, enjoys, or has 
the usufruct of the premises No. 713 to 717 State 
street. Rebated $7; May to November, 1880. 
Further down the same premises are billed to 
the Young People’s Christian Association of the 
Presbyterian Church and $7 was allowed, from 
November, 1880, to May, 188L 

Thirteenth street and Thirteenth place are a 
good deal favored by the powers that be, and 
here, like everywhere , the omuipresent 
widows -_- § Callaghgn, Counor, Doberty, 
Donahue, and Mulligan appear. Wesson and 
Wallace streets show a score of rebates; all for 
small amounts and mostly to ladies who have 
lost their natural protectors. By “ order of 
the Mayor” the $46 due on the premises 1514-1516 
Wabash avenue for water used between May, 
1879, and May, 1880, were remitted.

Laying the Corner-Stone of ¢ ‘- 
copal Church at Austin. ~~ 


Meetings of the Methodist, Baptist, 
and Presbyterian Ministe rs. 


EPISCOPAL. 
LAYING THE CORNER-STONE OF THE AUSTIN 
CHURCH, 

The pleasant suburban town of Austin was 
the scene of an interesting religious ceremony 
yesterday afternoon, and, us furas the weather 
was concerned, none more highly favorable 
could have been had, even if made to order by 
the storm regulators of the Signal Service staff. 
The occasion was the laying of the corner-stone 
of a cozy little Episcopal Church, to be known as 
St. Paul's. Shortly before 1 o'clock a procession 
formed at the Methodist Episcopai Church, the 
Sunday-school tuking the lead of the column, 
foliowed by the parishioners, the clergy, at- 
tired in their ecclesiastical vestments, bring- 
ing up the rear. They were the Rt.-Kev. 
William E. McLaren, Bishop of Iilinois; 
the Rev. Dr. Clinton Locke, of Grace Church, 
Chicago; the Rev. Heury G. Perry, of All- 
Saints’, Chicago; the Rev. T. N. Morrison, of 
Trinity Mission, Wheaton; the Rev. Arthur 
Ritchie, of the Ascension, Chicago; the Kev. 
Edward Ritchie, of St. Stepben’s, Chi ; the 
Rev. B. F. Fleetwood, of St. Mark's, Chicago; 
the Rev. James P. Lytton, of Trinity, Highland 
Park; and the Kev. Frederick N. Luson, of St. 
Paul's, Austin. 

While inarching to the church, which was two 
blocks away, the children, carrying wulti-col- 
ored silken banners, sang the hyaa * Onward, 
Christian Soldiers,” and, baving reached the 
scene of the ceremony, the procession circled 
round the edifive and formed at the corner. The 
ceremony began with the responsive reading of 
Psalm L224, bewinning “1 was giad when they 
o_o me, we will go into the house of the 

yd,” 

The Right Reverend Bishop then spoke as 
follows: 

“CHRISTIAN BRETHREN: It is decent. and 
proper, and agreeable to the precepts and ex- 
amples of Holy Writ, that in all our doings we 
should beseech Almighty God, from whom 
cometh every good and perfect gift, to direct us 
witb His most gracious favor, and to further us 
with His continual help. Especiaily, therefore, 
-when we are now assembled tu commence a 
house which is to be set apart to His bonor and 
service,and in which His holy name is to ve 
worshiped, and His words and sacraments to be 
prociaimed and celebrated, by the ministry 
whom He bath commissioned, let us humbly and 
devoutly supplicate His assistance, protection, 
and bicasing.’ 

Here followed certain collects and the Lord's 
Prayer, after which the Rector of the parish 
read the contents of the box that wa$to be 
sealed up in the corner-stone. 

The workmen having put the box in place, the 
Bishop took 4a mason's hammer and, striking the 
stone three times, once for each mention of the 
Trinity, said: 

“Inthe name of the Father, andof the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. I lay the cor- 
ner-stone of xn edifice to be bere erected by the 
name of St. Paul's Church, and to be devoted to 
the service of Almighty God, agreeably to the 
principles of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the United States of America,in its doctrines, 
ministry, liturgy, rites, and usage! 

“ Other foundation can no man lay than that 
whica is laid, even Jesus Christ: who is God over 
all, biessed forevermore; andin whom we have 
redemption tbrough His blood, even the for- 
giveness of sins. Amen.” 

The worshipers sang the hymn “ The Church's 
one toundation is Jesus Christ the Lord,” after 
which there was further responsive reading of 
appropriate Scriptural passages. Brief remarks 
were made by the Rev. Dr. ke, the Rev. Ar- 
thur Ritchie, and the Mev. T. N. Morrison, and 
the exercises closed with the reading of collects, 
the Bishop pronouncing the benediction. 

The ceremony having concluded, the clergy 
returned to the Methodist Church, where, baviug 
laid aside their official robes, they partook uf an 
elaborate lunch provided by the Ladies’ Guiid. 
The refreshments were both bountiful and ele- 
gant. in the evening acontirmation class of ten 
persons received the —— rite of laying on 
of hands by the Right verend the Bishop of 
the Diocese. 

The reporter learned that the total contribu- 
tions of the parish for its first year just closed 
were $1,121, the expenses $606; the balance of 
$515 having gone into the building fund. The 
success of the year’s work was due both to the 
untiring energy of the Rector and the active 
labors of a flourishing guild which the ladics 
have organized. The inception of tne enterprise 


| Only dates back three years, the work having 


been begunon Easter Sunday, 1878, with three 
persons interested, while now it has twenty-six 
communicants. Since that time faithful work 
has been done by workers within and friends 
witbout the parish, services having been held on 
various occasions by the Key. Mesers. Morrison 
and Perry, and iay services regularl at 
all other times conducted by C. H. Potts, 
Esq. ‘Until the Rector entered upon his 
pastorate a year ago. The church edifice in 
course of progress is a pretty little frame 
structure, 28 by 52 feet, with a chancel W by 11 
feet, and will have a tower, of which the corner- 
stone was laid yesterday, eleven feet square at 
the base. There bas been expended on the 
building about $1,500, of which outside friends 
coutributed $1,000. No indebtedness bas been 
incurred, but the parishioners are sanguine that 
their friends will raise yet another thousand 
dollars, which will permit the construction to 
go on tocompletion, and put St. Paul’son a 
solid financial footing.
